Interstate Commerce Corn- 
mi 1 soners On Harriman. 


Says He Would Otherwise 
Control Every Railroad. 


Elimination of Tran?-Conti¬ 
nental Competition 


‘INDEFENSIBLE FINANCING." 


Washington, July 13.—A report was 
made public to-day by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of Its inquiry 
Into the railroad operations of Edw’Ard 
H. Harriman and of the operations of 
the so-called Harriman lines of rail¬ 
way, w’hlch have been In progress for 
several months. Tho report, which was 
written by Commissioner Franklin K. 
Lane. Is the unanimous expression of 
the commission op the subject. Copies 
of the report have been transmitted to 
President Roosevelt and the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. 

It Is expected by the commission that 
it will be determined by the President 
and Attorney General Bonaparte for 
the statement of facts se| out In the 
report whether to institute any sort of 
proceedings against Mr. Harriman or 
the corporations involved In the in¬ 
quiry. No recommendations are made 
by the commission that either criminal 
or civil proceedings be Instituted as a 

result of its Inquiry. 

• • • 

Exhaustive Sununaiy. 

The report is an exhaustive summary 
of the evidence adduced at the several 
hearings held by the commission in the 
course of its Inquiry. It enters fully 
Into a discussion of the policy pursued 
by Mr. Harriman In obtaining and 
maintaining control of the various lines 
of railway In the Harriman system and 
presents a fairly complete history of 
the operations of the various lines. 

Excerpts from the verbatim testi¬ 
mony of Mr. Harriman are given to 
show, as stated in the report, '“That Is 
officially the law which prevents the 
concentrating in of Mr. Hardman’s 
hands of every railroad line lying be¬ 
tween Canada and Mexico Is the frank 
admission of Mj, Harriman himself, 
made at the hearing. 

"To gather under one head all exist¬ 
ing transcontinental lines or as many 
os possible to exclude the Incoming of 
all competitors, became manifestly the 
Harriman policy, which was inaugu¬ 
rated in 1901 by the Issuance of $100,- 
000,000 of convertible bonds by the 
Union Pacific.” 

• • • 

Properties in Better Shape. 

Mr. Harriman's eventual control of 
many of the competing transcontinental 
lines was prevented, it is pointed out, 
by the Supreme Court’s decision In the 
Northern Securities case. It is show’n 
by the reports that it has been no part 
of the Harriman policy to permit the 
properties brought under Union Pacific 
control to decline, as In every case they 
are better to-day than they were when 
Mr. Harriman acquired them. 

Particular stress is laid by the com¬ 
mission on the elimination of competi¬ 
tion In transcontinental business 
among the Harriman lines and the 
commission indicates that that Is the 
matter of large significance developed 
In its Inquiry. 

• • • 

San Pedro Deal. 


Special reference Is made to the deal 
by which Mr. Harriman secured con¬ 
trol of the San Pedro road and the 
manipulation of the Chicago and Alton, 
a very careful synopsis of the financial 
operations in both Instances being 
given. Concerning the Chicago and Al¬ 
ton transaction, the commission says: 

“It was admitted by Mr. Marriman 
that there w'as about sixty millions of 
stock and liabilities Issued against 
w'hlch no property had been acquired 
and this Is undoubtedly an accurate es¬ 
timate. ” 

The commission further says concern¬ 
ing the Alton deal that “It is evident 
that Its history is rich in illustrations 
of various methods of indefensible 
financing.”

Within three years after the reorgani¬ 
zation of the Union Pacific Railroad com¬ 
pany in 1897 Mr. Edward H. Harriman be¬ 
came the dominating spirit in that cor¬ 
poration. As chairman of the Executive 
Committee he exercises powers thut are 
well-nigh absolute. The directors have 
delegated their power “to manage and di¬ 
rect all the business and affairs of the 
company” to an executive* committee of 
five members, who shall act “in such 
manner ns such committee shall deem best 
for the company’s Interest In all oases In 
which specific directions shall not have 
been given by the board." and in turn the 
chairman of the Executive Committee is 
authorized to represent that body when 
It is not In session. Accordingly w«* And 
that In 19»»2 Mr. Harriman was “author¬ 
ized to borrow such sums of money as 
may l»e required for the uses of this 
company, and to execute in the name and 
on behalf of this company a note or notes 
for the amounts so borrowed.” The in¬ 
vestigation showed that in practically all 
the great transactions of this company 
Mr. Harriman, as chairman of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee, acted upon his own ini¬ 
tiative, and his acts were subsequently 
ratified and approved by the Executive 
Committee. It mav fairly be said, there¬ 
fore. that the policies and purposes of the 
Un,Ion Pacific have been those of Mr. Har- 
riman. 

Continuing, the commission says re¬ 


garding the consolidation of the Harri¬ 
man properties; 

Mr. Harriman may Journey by steam¬ 
ship from New York to New Orleans, 
thence by rail to San Francisco, across 
the Pacific ocean to China, and. return¬ 
ing by another route to the United States, 
may go to Ogden by any one of three 
rail lines, and thence to Kansas City or 
Omaha, without leaving the deck or plat¬ 
form of a carrier which ho controls and 
without duplicating any part of his Jour- 
ngy, 

• • • 

Considerations cf National Policy. 

It is a matter of large significance that 
our trade relations with tho newly ac¬ 
quired-territory of Hawaii and our Philip¬ 
pine dependencies, to say nothing what¬ 
ever of the newly awakened lands on the 
other side of the Pacific ocean, must de¬ 
pend to no slight degree upon the com¬ 
petitive relations between rail carriers 
reaching our Pacific coast ports. 

After rehearsing the history' of the 
origin and growth of the continental 
lines tho report says: 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company 
has not confined Its corporate energies 
and powers to the ocqulsttlon and man¬ 
agement of lines of transportation, but 
has Issued a great volume of stock and 
securities with which It has purchased 
stocks of other railways. It has been 
known for a number of years that the 
Union Pacific, and under Its direction the 
Oregon Short Line, had acquired stock 
In the Northern Pacific and in the South¬ 
ern Pacific; but the amount of stocks 
purchased In other railways, and the ex¬ 
tent to which the Union Pacific had be¬ 
come a great Investment company was 
first developed upon this hearing 

The report, after telling In detail of 
the Chicago and Alton deal, says: 

• • • 

Indefensible Financing. 

From this brief synopsis of the ex¬ 
ploitation of the Chicago and Alton, it is 
evident that its history is rich in Illus¬ 
trations of various method* of indefensi¬ 
ble financing First came the profit to

JUDGE REPLIES TO 
CHARGES IN ARTICLE 


DENOUNCES ACCUSATIONS OF 
CYNTHLANA PAPER. 


CALLS UPON WRITER TO PROVE 
HIS STATEMENTS, 


BIG PARADE OF “DRY” FORCES. 


Cynthlana, K>\, July' 13.—[Special.]— 
A sen8atlonaJ development in Cynihl- 
ana's local option fight came to-day 
when Judge L. P. Fryer, Circuit Judge 
of this district, made a speech In an¬ 
swer to an article which appeared in 
a local paper and wlyich among other 
things said that the saloon men are 
just the same as anyone else, and that 
the fact they formerly violated the Sun¬ 
day laws here was due solely to the 
fact that their influence wo s strong 
enough with the Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney and other officers to prevent In¬ 
dictments from being returned against 
them. The Judge, In a red-hot talk, 
denounced the artlc’e as false. He ehal. 
longed t-he writer to appear at the tent 
near the public square to-night and 
state the facts or confess the falsity 
of the charge. He further stated that 
the charge accused him of malfeasance 
in office, and if it was proven against 
him he would bind himself to move 
from the county and give up the office 
of Circuit Judge. 

A notice was served on the saloon¬ 
keepers of the city by Judge Fryer this 
morning, demanding that they' appear 
to-night ajid state how, when and 
where they influenced him as an offi¬ 
cer, giving details and affirming the 
charge, or that they declare the falsity 
of the accusation. 

A parade of 1,200 men, women and 
children went over the streets this 
afternoon, carrying banners and sing¬ 
ing prohibition songs.

NEW WITNESS 
TELLS OF PLOT 


William Dewey Confesses 
On the Stand. 


Tells of Murder of Two Men 
At Wardner. 


Many Sensations Prevailed 
In Heywood Trial 


CORROBORATES ORCHARD. 


Boise, Idaho, July 13.—Sensation fol¬ 
lowed sensation quickly In the Haywood 
trial to-day when the State commenced 
Its rebuttal evidence. One witness on 
the stand confessed to participation In 
a labor riot resulting in the death of 
two men, the record of conviction of 
murder in the se&md degree in a wit¬ 
ness for the defense was offered and 
proof of another having been sent to 
the insane asylum upon the Information 
of his neighbors was ottered. Its ad¬ 
missibility was argued and the decision 
of the court will be handed down on 
Monday morning. 

Finally, shortly after court adjourned 
for the day Information was sworn to 
and a warrant for perjury issued in a 
Magistrate's court against Dr. I. L. Mc¬ 
Gee. a physician of Wallace, Idaho, who 
was one of the witnesses for the de¬ 
fense. Sheriff J. W. Berly, of Shoshone 
county, who swore to the information 
againBt Magee, left for Wallace to-night 
and will arrest Magee on his arrival 
there. 

• • • 

Strained Attention. 


The crowded court room, somewhat 
bored by legal commonplace, sprang to 
strained attention at tho eloao of the 
second session of the Haywood trial to¬ 
day when William Dewey, a witness 
for the State In rebuttal, confessed to 
active, armed participation In the de¬ 
structions of the Bunker Hill and Sul¬ 
livan mills at Wardner on April 29, 1899, 
when two men were killed and a mob 
of a thousand men participated in the 
riot. 

Harry Orchard commenced his series 
of crimes at Wlardner. He confessed 
to lighting one of the fuses that start¬ 
ed the explosion and he swore that 
William F. Davis, known among hils 
fellows as “Big Bin*' Davis, led the 
mob. 

Witnesses for the defense, however, 
swore that Orchard was not at Ward¬ 
ner on April 29. Davis himeelf has 
sworn to having been elsewhere and 
positively denied any connection with 
the crime for complicity In which Paul 
Corcoran was tried and convicted and 
pome ten or a dozen men. including 
Davis himself, were indicted by the 
grand Jury* Davis on the stand ad¬ 
mitted that he went Into hiding im¬ 
mediately after the rioting. 

• • • 

Dewey Confesses All. 


Dewey swore to-day that not only 
did “Big BUI*’ accompany the mob to 
Wardner, but that he served out guns 
and ammunition to the union men 
gathered In the union hall at Burke be 
fore they went to Wardner. and was 
one of the leaders of the column that 
advanced on the concentrator before 
the work of destruction commenced. 

Eight years have now etapeed since 
that day of rioting, the consequences 
of which waa the calling out of United 
States troops at the request of Gov. 
Pteuneriberg. the establishment of the 
military “bull pen” and the foundation 
was laid, according to the prosecution 
In the present trials, for the animus 
felt by the Western Federation of 
Miners against Steunenberg, resulting 
in his assassination by Orchard in 1906. 
From that time no eye witness, except 
Orchard, has been found to tell the 
frtory or Incriminate himself until this 
afternoon, when Dewey, now a resident 
of Goldfield, Ool., made his confession. 

WKh eyes downcast and fingers 
nervously picking at the braiding 
around the rim of a gray sombrero, 
Dewey told it all. Repeatedly he was 
requested to raise his voice and with 
a quick glance at the counsel, he re¬ 
plied, only to sink back Into almost in¬ 
audible tones. Under the provocation 
of sneering questioning by E. P. 
Richardson, he rallied and even became 
combative, but throughout the recital 
he gave evidence of a certain remorse. 
• # • 

No Promise of Immunity. 


rant for perjury tos issued this after¬ 
noon. is a wealthy resident of Wallace. 
At one time he conducted a hospital 
there, in his testimpny for the de¬ 
fense he swore that Orchard was In 
" aUa<3e ,n August and July of 1904. It 
was this time that the State claims and 
Orchard himself says he was In Den¬ 
ver planning the Bradley murder. One 
of the witnesses to-day swore that Or¬ 
chard was at his hotel In Denver In 
July or August. 1904. McGee was als » 
one of the witnesses who swore that 
Orchard was at Mulan on the day cf the 
explosion at the Bunker Hill and Sul- 
livun concentrator. 

Ten witnesses In rebuttal were exam¬ 
ined to-day. Most of them were called 
to disprove statements us to Orchard’s 
movements In North Idaho and as to 
the disposal of his Interests In the Her¬ 
cules mine. One of the most interesting 
of the witnesses w'as August Paulson, 
who was at one time a poor miner in 
the Coeur» D’Alenes and a partner of 
Orchard in the Hercules mine. Ho re¬ 
tained hits interest in the Hercules for 
five years until the mine became on* of 
the best properties in the country and 
is now wealthy. Orchard swore that he 
planned to kidnap Paulson's Children 
and extort a ransom of $30,000. The 
coup did not come off. Paulson wa* 
called at this time to show' that Or¬ 
chard disposed of his Interest in the 
mJne some time before he left the State. 
Paulson will be recalled later.

HARRY LAWS MEMORIZES EV¬ 
ERY ONE OP ADDRESSES. 


STRAIN ON MIND FINALLY 
CAUSES LUNACY. 


REPEATS COMMONER’S WORDS 


LawTenceburg. lnd„ July 13.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Harry G. Laws, thirty-seven 
years of age. and for many years a 
popular teacher of Southern Indiana, 
has been declared a person of unsound 
mind, and will be transferred to the 
Central Indiana Hospital for the In¬ 
sane. 

When Bryan came Into prominence 
as a presidential candidate in 1896, 
Laws waa one of his ardent admirers 
and at once became a devoted student 
of economic questions. After the cam¬ 
paign he secured all of Bryan's 
speeches and began the task of mem¬ 
orizing them. This he accomplished so 
well that he could repeat them without 
leaving out a word. Then he continued 
to memorize '“The Commoner's*' 
speeches and addresses as they were 
made from time to time. 

The strain gradually told upon his 
mind tillfhis friends noticed that he 
was becoming erratic. He persisted, 
however, in: his self-appointed task till 
hils mind finally gave way and friends 
determined to place him In the asylum.

"Washington, July IS.— [Special.] — 
When the case of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment against the Tobacco Trust comes 
on for trial the attorneys for the 
United States will declare that in its 
endeavor to eliminate competition and 
obtain a monopoly of Cho tobacco trade, 
the American Tobacco Company has 
wiped out hundreds of tobacco plants 
and establishments. 

The Government will show that since 
Its formation—seventeen years ago— 
the Tobacco Trust has, in addition to 
the smaller dealers, driven out of busi¬ 
ness and closed down permanently no 
fewer than forty-two large tobacco 
manufacturing establishments which it 
bought fbr the purpose of eliminating 
competition. 

Attorney General Bonaparte will 
show that the Tobacco Trust paid a 
total of $30,965,331 for the forty-two 
plants and factories which it bought 
and closed. Of this sum, $16,255,331.70 
was paid in cash for the plants, and 
$1,005,000 was paid In preferred stock 

and $13,705,000 In common stock.

Railroads should 
not bo permitted to Invest generally In the 
stocks, bonds and securities of other rail¬ 
way and of steamship companies, except 
connecting lines, for the purpose of form¬ 
ing through routes of transportation, in¬ 
cluding branches and feeders. It Is in the 
Interest of the public to facilitate the con¬ 
solidation of connecting lines The credit 
of ti railway company is founded upon 
the resources and prosperity of the coun¬ 
try through which It runs. Its surplus 
funds and credit should bo used for the 
betterment of Its lines and In extensions 
and branches to develop the country con¬ 
tiguous to It. 

Railroad securities should be safe an 1 
conservative Investments for the people. 
To this end the risks of the railroad 
should be reduced to a minimum. Every¬ 
one knows that railway securities fluctu¬ 
ate more or less, according to the pros¬ 
perity of the times, and also by reason 
of the wide speculation In such securities. 
It therefore adds an element of hazard 
to a railroad's capital and credit to have 
Its funds Invested in the stocks of other 
companies, thereby endangering Its sol¬ 
vency and Its ability to pay reasonable 
dividends upon Its own capital stock. It 
is a serious menace to the financial con¬ 
dition of the country to have large rail¬ 
way systems fail to meet their obligations 
or go into the hands of receivers, and the 
object of legislation and administration 
should be to lessen the risks of railway 
Investments.

THINKS CONVENTION 

SHOULD COME SOUTH. 


Second—It is contrary to nubile policy, 
as well as unlawful, for railways to ac¬ 
quire control of parallel and competing 
Un.* This policy is expressed in the 
Federal law.*: and In the conetltutiona and 
laws of nearly every State in the Union. 
We have examined th© constitutions and 
la we of all the States, and find In about 
forty of them prohibitions against oon- 
e.dldalion of capital stock or franchises 
of competing railways, or the purchase 
and acquisition by a railway of compet¬ 
ing lines. Competition between railways 
as wHl as between other Industrie* Is tne 
established policy of the nation. And, 
while the acquisition at a email minority 
of the stock of a competing line might 
not decrease the competition, yet the ac¬ 
quisition of any considerable amount of 
stock, with representation on th© board 
irt directors of such railway, unquestion¬ 
able has the effect of diminishing com¬ 
petition and lessening to that extent He 
♦ ffcctlvrness. So long as it is the policy 
of the General Government and of the 
Statnn to maintain competition between 
nnturauy compering lines, the ownership 
of any sb'ck by one railway In a com¬ 
peting railway should not be permitted, 
and such lines of railway should be pro¬ 
hibited from having any common direct¬ 
ors or officers 

Third—The time has come when some 
reasonable regulation should bo imposed 
upon the Issuance of securities by rail¬ 
ways engaged In interstate commerce 
We are aware that In the construction of 
n* w lines of railway, developing new rer- 
rrfory. it has been necessary in many In¬ 
stances to sell railway securities at large 
discount, and to sell bonds with stock 
bonuses, and even in such cases It haa 
many times been difficult to raise the 
capital. Men will not Invest 
their money and take the risk for small 
rates of interest. , . 

But this principle does not apply to old 
established railway systems having good 
credit Such railways should be prevent¬ 
ed from inflating their securities lor 
merely speculative purposes. Railroads 
should be encouraged to extend their sys- 
terns and develop the country. T * 
the utmost importance, also, thi

Because of failure to agree on who 
was to occupy the chair of surgery, 
the deal that had been on for months 
for the consolidation of the Hospital 
College of Medicine and the Louisville 
Medical College has definitely been de¬ 
clared off, and all negotiations are now 
at an end. Both medical institutions 
will continue to< be conducted as they 
have In the past, it is said, independent 
of each other. Had the plans for the 
consolidation gone through, and the 
two institutions been merged into one, 
the building now occupied by the Lou¬ 
isville Medical College, at First and 
Chestnut streets, would have been made 
the headquarters. 

A member of one of the faculties, In 
discussing the mater last night, said 
that the split was the result of differ¬ 
ences in opinion as to whom should 
be given the chair of surgery when the 
consolidation had been perfected.

You have 
given the country an “eye-opener” in the 
facta you have so clearly and cautiously 
stated. The people will follow your sug¬ 
gestions and, In 1908, will take the canal 
into their own hands by selecting a Presi¬ 
dent who will have some one to serve 
besides himself and a selected combina¬ 
tion.

Col. Haagcr claims to have found a 
suit Instituted by Mrs. Jennie E. James, 
mother of the arrested man, against the 
city of Louisville. Mrs. James alleged 
that she fell Into a water box left open 
through negligence, and secured dam¬ 
ages In the amount of $2,500. 

Suit No. 43948 In the Circuit Court 
Is now pending. It was filed by A E. 
James, father of the man under arrest, 
as next friend for his son. Morris 
James, against the Louisville Railway 
Compan** for $10,000 damages. The 
father alleges that his son was injured 
to that extent by ooming in contact 
with a live wire belonging to the com¬ 
pany. 

Suit No. 43100 was instituted by the 
father of the young man under arrest, 
also, in which he asks $5,000 damages 
because, he says, he w*as struck over 
the head with a switch hook by a mo* 
torman In the employ of the Louisville 
Railway Company. This suit Is still 
pending. 

The father also has a demand pend¬ 
ing for Injuries to his buggy due. he 
claims, to the fact that Jt was run Into 
by a car belonging to tho Louisville 
Railway Company. 

Mrs. Katie James, wife of the prison¬ 
er. and her husband have filed suit 
against the Louisville and Southern In- 
diana Traction Company for $10,000 be. 
cause of Injuries alleged to have been 


In all suits hnve been filed by mem¬ 
bers of the family for alleged injuries 
In an aggregate sum of about $411,000. 

A. E. James, tho father of the man 
under arrest, conducts a chicken farm 
Just outside of New Albany on the Fa- 
oll pike. When called up over the tele¬ 
phone he denied any knowledge of the 
suits broug£*f by his son under arrest 
and his wife* He salnd that the suits 
brought b.f Ms own wife, his son and 
hlrnself, we ^ c all for injuries w*hfch they 
had actunlfy suffered and In which they 
could sho’* .that they were entitled to 
damages. 

The man under arrest also denits any 
intention of fraud. He claims that he 
was Injured and that the $25 was re¬ 
ceived by him In settlement of dam¬ 
ages. 

"It's Just a trick of the railway com¬ 
panies to disparage to as great an ex¬ 
tent as possible our chances of secur¬ 
ing damages and as soon as I am 
proved innocent of any wrong doing I'll 
make them suffer for locking me up," 
James declared, "I have nothing to do 
with the suits Instituted by my parents. 
I know they were injured, but was not 
with them at the time. I nm only con¬ 


nected with one suit, the one which my 
wife Instituted." 


Mrs. Katie James was injured while 
alighting from a Louisville anal South¬ 
ern Indiana Traction Company car, 
which was standing in front of the 
burns on Third street. 

• • • 

Tells of Her Injuries. 


"The lattice work on the car floor 
was loose," she said, explaining the ao 
cident, "and as I walked out of the 
car behind my husband I stumbled and 
fell. They tell me I was unconscious 
for thirty minutes. I was picked up 
and taken home In a carriage. 1 spent 
several weeks In fced as a result of the 
accident. Because of my condition at 
the time I fell, my case was greatly 
aggravated." 

Mrs. James said that she was out 
of town at the time her husband re¬ 
ceived the $25 from the street car com¬ 
pany for his fall. This accident oc¬ 
curred after she had recovered from 
the Injuries she is suing on, and she 
was in the country regaining her 
health. Mrs. James says that the fall 
would have been trivial hail she not 
been about to become a mother. 

The woman’s husband Is a barber 
He Is twenty-two years of age and 
was born and reared in Louisville. Mrs. 
James also says she was born in this 
city and has lived herd ail her life. 
She ts a very attractive woman. Of 
late her husband has been manager of 
the O. K. Bryant Amusement Com¬ 
pany. Mrs. James’ mothef Is Mrs. 
Sam Jones, who lives at 645 Davis 
avenue, and her grandfather Is Phillip 
Meyer, who owns a saloon on Avery 
near Fifth street.

ATE OF BOILED HAM 


THEN JEFFERSONVILLE PEOPLE 
BECAME VERY ILL. 


Meat Said to Have Been Improperly 
Prepared and Full of Ptomaines— 
Victims Hotter. 


Five pervons In JeffemonVillo came 
near losing their lives from ptomaine 
poisoning yesterday, boiled ham. said 
to have been carelessly handled before 
being sold, being held responsible. All 
of the victims ate the meat, and from 
this fact the determination has been 
reached that it caused the illness. Two 
of the persons came near dying, and 
the fact that they did not is probably 
due to the prompt methods of Dr. O. 
P. Graham uud Dr. Claud C. Crum, 
who were called to attend all of the pa¬ 
tients. 

Those who were poisoned were Sam¬ 
uel Wyatt, who boards with his father 
and mother. Mr. and Mrs. Robert Wy¬ 
att, at 324 West Maple street; Mrs. 
Margaret H. Anderson, Mr. and Mrs. 
Georg® Torbell, her son-in-law and 
daughter, and Mrs. eJan Craig, who is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Tarbell, 
all of 825 Walnut street. The five were 
taken 111 about the same hour, shortly 
after Friday midnight, the symptoms 
being Identical. 

Dr. Crum was summoned to attend 
Wyatt, and for a time It was believed 
he could not recover, and he was sill! 
sick last night, but out of danger. It 
was learned he had partaken hcartUy 
of the boiled ham. It being the supposi¬ 
tion that It was in good condition. 
Other members of th* family partook 
of the meat, but sparingly, none being 
made more than slightly 111. and some 
were not affected in the least. After 
Wyatt was taken sick It was found 
part of the ham had turned green from 
the ptomaines in it. 

While Dr. Crum was working with 
Wyatt, Dr. Graham was giving his at¬ 
tention to tho sick at the Tarbell home. 
Mrs. Anderson, who is seventy-etght 
years old. was very 111 when Dr. Gra¬ 
ham arrived, It being feared nhe could 
not survive through the night. Mrs. 
CrnJg, who Is a young woman, wa a also 
seriously affected, while her father and 
mother were not dangerously lit After 
Dr. Crum hud attended Wyatt he as 
sisted Dr. Graham with the Tarbell 
family. Mrs. Anderson could hardly be 
called out of danger last night, but it 
was practically certain that sho would 
recover. 

After It became apparent the afflicted 
persons were victims .of ptomaine i>oi- 
soning notes were compared and it was 
found the Wyatt family and the Tar- 
bells hod purchased the ham at the 
same butcher shop and that ail of those 
poisoned partook of the meat. They ate 
nothing else, they say, that would prob¬ 
ably have brought on the trouble.

DAXTON NEWCOMB’S HEIRS 
WILE DIVIDE TRUST FUND. 


VERDICT AGAINST DR ERNEST 
MORAWECK MUST STAND. 


ACTION TO ENJOIN SHERIFF. 


Litigation between members of the 
Newcomb family Involving probably 
$175,000. was decided yesterday by 
Judge Shackelford Miller In favor of 
the heirs of H. Dalton Newcomb, who 
died about a year ago, against the con¬ 
tentions Of H. Victor Newcomb, of New* 
York. This Is but one of a long series 
of notable legal battles which grew out 
of the affairs of Horatio D. Newcomb, 
wdio died here upwards of thirty years 
ago, leaving a large estate. 

The decision related to a trust fund 
which was originally $ 200,000 and left 
by Horatio D. Newcomb for the bene¬ 
fit of his widow, Mary Cornelia New¬ 
comb and her children by him. 

H. Victor Newcomb, who is the only 
son living by the first wife, was repre¬ 
sented by John O. Carlisle, former Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury, in Cleveland’s 
second administration; William Lind¬ 
say, Lewis McQuown, Benjamin Pal- 
leron and George Bell. Mr. Carlisle 
himself came here to argue the case, 
which he did at length, and, as the 
Chancellor commented, with great in¬ 
genuity. However, he lost his conten¬ 
tion. Those on the winning side are 
Humphrey, Hines & Humphrey and L. 
R. Yeaman. 

According to Judge Miller’s decision 
the trust fund will be divided among 
the heirs of H. Dalton Newcomb, who 
died about a year ago. while the suit 
was in progress. 

• • • 

Mr .Newcomb Twice Married. 

In 1R71 Horatio D. Newcomb divorced 
his first wife. Cornelia W. Newcomb, 
who was confined In a sanitarium. 
Three years later he married his sec¬ 
ond wife, Mary Cornelia Newcomb. wbo 
afterward became Mrs. Ten Broeck. By 
the fourteenth clause of the will, the 
construction of which was involved In 
the suit, Horatio D. Newcomb provided 
that $ 20,000 should be piaced in trust 
for his widow and her children by him, 
though nothing was said as to Its final 
disposition upon expiration of the trust. 

The testator left two children. H. 
Dalton Newcomb and Warren 8 . New¬ 
comb, who diet! a number of years ago. 
Proceeds from the trust fund were paid 
II. Dalton Newcomb and his mother 
until their respective deaths. When 
Mrs. Newcomb died In 1905, the Fideli¬ 
ty Trust Company, as trustee, filed suit 
to settle Its accounts whereupon II. 
Victor Newcomb filed a counterclaim 
to the trust fund, alleging that upon the 
death of the widow the proceeds went 
•to the two sons equally and upon Dal¬ 
ton Newcomb’s death the money went 
absolutely to himself.

Verdict for $5,000 Stands. 

The motion to set aside the verdict of 
the Jury* requiring Dr. Ernest Mora week 
to account to the estate of Julius Mor- 
tineck for $ 5,000 in Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad bonds said to have come 
Into his possession as executor of the 
estate was denied by Judge Miller yes¬ 
terday. Dr. Mora week as executor had 
sued to settle his accounts when the 
counterclaim for the bonds on behalf of 
Alvina Martlneck, the decedent's young 
daughter, was set up. 

It was a question of whether the 
bonds had ever come into Dr. Mora- 
week’s hands or not which raised such a 
serious Issue of fact that the matter 
was transferred to Judge Gordon’s court 
to be determined by a Jury. The jury, 
ten members signing, held that the 
bonds had fallen into Dr. Mora week’s 
hands, which, should this view stand, 


would require him to account to the es¬ 
tate for them or their value- 

judge Miller said that while the ver¬ 
dict of the Jury was not binding upon 
him It was ’’quite persuasive,” and upon 
a consideration of the whole record he 
declined to disturb the finding. 

Must. Remove Wall. 

On application of the heirs of Fred 
Hosch an injunction was granted by 
Judge Miller yesterday against John 
Coleman to prevent him from bringing 
the wall of a building he has under 
construction to the middle line of a 
three-foot “tunnel” alley between the 
properties of the plaintiff and defend¬ 
ant which adjoin one another on the 
east side of Third avenue south of Jef¬ 
ferson street. Though no use was made 
of the alleyway. Judge Miller held that 
it legally existed and must therefore be 
recognized by the defendant. 

I Upwards of sixty years ago, when the 
Tather of Charles D. Jacob made deeds 


for the purchasers. It was provided that 
a three-foot alleyway running as high 
as the second story should be kept 
open. Mr. Coleman, when he made 
plans for his house now under construc¬ 
tion, did not know of this condition and 
placed the wall next to the Hosch prop¬ 
erty Hush with the division line, which 
obliterated one-half of the alley. The 
wall had been raised ten feet when the 
Hosch heirs fllod their injunction suit 
asking that he tie compelled to femovo 
the obstruction and keep the alleyway 
open. Judge Miller upholds this view, 
which will compel Mr. Coleman either 
to come to some understanding with the 
plaintiffs or remove the wall and revise 
his building plans. 

Damage Verdict Held Excessive. 

Judge Field yesterday entered an or¬ 
der setting aside the verdict for $ 1,000 
given the plaintiff In the case of John 
H. Nolan against the Standard Sani¬ 
tary Manufacturing Company as being 


excessive. The plaintiff while in the 
employ of the defendant corporation, 
burned his foot with hot metal, which 
was spilled into his shoe from an over, 
turned vessel. lie had sued for $ 2 , 000 . 
Judge Field, however, concluded that 
as the evidence showed that the 
plaintiff was able to gv» about his duties 
after the accident the Injury had not 
been as made out.

LIKE HIRED MAN. 


England's King On® of th® Busiest 
of Potentates. 


[London Correspondence of the New' York 
Tribune] 

The King earns hls holidays when he 
gets them. Ascot week closed to-day 
with a garden party at Windsor, wich 
7,000 Invited guests, and to-morrow 
there will be a royal picnic at Virginia 
Water, with the King of Slam, Prince 
and Princess Andrew* of Greece and the 
Grand Duke and Duchess of Baden 
among those to be entertained. On the 
following day he returns to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace to receive the Persian Em¬ 
bassy. to hold the last levee of the sea¬ 
son. and to conduct other functions; 
and then he goes to Lincoln to open 


the Agricultural Show* and returns to 
lay the comer stone of the new wing 
of the British Museum and to clear off 
the arrears of public business before hls 
week-end visit at Nuneham. Every 
week Is crowded with public and social 
engagements until he is free to go to 
Martenbad. The court circular Is a rec¬ 
ord of all these functions, journeys and 
visits, but w*hat a mass of detail Is left 
out of it. Everyone of these engage¬ 
ments Is prearranged and involves of¬ 
ficial correspondence; and he Is in 
dally communication with the Prime 
Minister on public affairs, and through 
the court officials and hls secretaries 
he Is kept In constant touch with ev¬ 
erything that Is going on In the world. 
“The hardest worker In the kingdom 
Is hls majesty," said one «>f these of¬ 
ficials to me yesterday, with a tone of 
conviction, and ti w*as scarcely neces¬ 
sary for him to add that no American 
millionaire with hundreds of business 
undertakings and charities to super¬ 
vise could be busier or more systematic. 


What Increases the burdens of . this 
business of reigning is the King's own 
passion for small details. He kno^s 
how everything ought to be done; he 
has a wxmderful memory and holds ev¬ 
ery official to strict account; he Is con¬ 
sulted on the most trivial matters, and 
system, organization and precision 
means as much to him as to the man-* 
ager of the largrat and most complex 
Industrial or mercantile business. The 
King does not spare himself In hls 
daily occupation, nor does he pllow 
anyone In hls service to fall behind or 
to become careless In work. No other 
monarch, unless ti be the German Em¬ 
peror, Is so punctual and orderly In the 
transaction of pubHc business as King 
Edward. He Is not only Industrious 
himself, but he makes everyone around 
him work strenuously. That Is the tes¬ 
timony of the official whose tribute to 
him 1 have already quoted, and it can 
be confirmed by anyone having confi¬ 
dential relations with him at court.

the year 1905. gathered by Mr. Fred¬ 
erick L. Hoffman, chief statistician of 
the Prudential ( Insurance Co., show 
that 2.159 fatab accidents occurred in 
the United States In coal mining. In a 
recent issue of the Mine workers* Jour¬ 
nal says that during trn? past five year® 
over 9,000 persons have least their lives 
and over 20,000 lave been seriously In¬ 
jured in coal mihtng and gives the fig¬ 
ures for 1905 as ?.G97 killed and 4.402 In¬ 
jured. This Is the record for coal, but 
there are other nines that are quite as 
dangerous as co:J mines and it has 
been estimated that In them the yearly 
record is 2,000 killed and 4.0CK) injured. 
That is to say, the killed and injured 
in railway and mining work are over 
80,000 alone. 

There are over seven million Ameri¬ 
can workingmen In the manufacturing 
and mechanical trade*, but only ten 
States roak** any effort to report acci¬ 
dents resulting from the dangers that 
surround them—Massachusetts. Rhode 
Island, New York, New Jersey, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Ohio Indiana, Minnesota. 
Missouri and Wisconsin. The figure* 
even of these States are ridiculously in¬ 
adequate, for there U* no compulsory 
reporting and probably more than half 
the non-fatal accidents go unreported. 

One i f the host Investigations ever 
attempted in America of accidents in 
factories was thai of New York in 1899. 
Then it wa« foui.d that among 452.435 
employes there was 1,847 Injuries in 
three months, which meant 7,38.8 In a 
year, a rate of R33 per thousand. If 
these figures* are applied to the United 
States It will be found that they Indi¬ 
cate that about 115,000 accidents must 
happen every yevr in the manufactur¬ 
ing and mechan'cal traaee. The. New

are not only not doing anything (In-

Let us examine the facts we have. 
Railroading and mining are admittedly 
dangerous employments, and we have 
read so much of them that It seems 
hardly necessary to refer to them 
again. We think most often of rail¬ 
road accidents as the killing and maim¬ 
ing of passengers and of trespassers or 
those crossing the tracks. But by far 
the larger number of those killed and 
Injured by the railways are employes. 
There were over 70,000 of them killed 
or Injured In the last year of record— 
to he exact. 2.361 killed and 66.833 In¬ 
jured. It Is no wonder that the re- 
n^irk has been credited to nail way 


those In mLnw* and railways. A re¬ 
cent Investigator in England reported 
80,000 factory' accidents a year In 'hat 
country, and even on this basis, by a 
comparison of the working population 
of the two countries, our factory, acci¬ 
dents would tPtal 160.000 annually.

Heavy Toll of Life. 

From mtninft the iron, manufacturing 
It In mills and hauling it on the rail¬ 
roads to the riveting of It in a sky¬ 
scraper. the human price is paid as it 
Is In the skyscraper Itself from sinking 
the caissons under hydraulic pressure 
to placing tliff huge I beams that make 
its roof tre* 2 . For example. Chicago’s 
skyscrapers last year exacted the heav¬ 
iest toll of r llfe from the ranks of the 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers’ 
Union on record. Of a total member¬ 
ship of 1.356 men In the union 156 cither 
lofit their lives or were party disabled. 
pThls was only in one branch of the 
building and construction trade In Chi¬ 
cago. In New York no record was 
kept, but the building operations were 
far more extensive, and It Is fair to

There have been local and special 
Investigations of the number of ac¬ 
cidents in particular Industries, but for 
general flguros we must rely entirely 
on estimates. Figures from such In¬ 
vestigations and from State reports 
could be cited in a great many case«, 
but they are open to the objection that 
they are either not general In applica¬ 
tion or that they are not accurate. 
Though accidents are novvhere ade¬ 
quately reported, they are reported \ 
quite often enough In newspapers, local 
Investigations and State reports to war¬ 
rant the assertion that this Is a great 
national question of which we are 
criminally neglectful. 

It Is Important to bear these facts 
in mind before Impugning the estimated 
total. The figures we gather ourselves 
show' a bad condition, but the figures 
of other nations, who are certainly no 
worse than we are In the respect of 
accidents, show that the condition is 
In all probability frightful. We neel 
facts. Another Federal census should 
not be taken without an inquiry Into 
the extent of industrial uccldent*. We' 
collect a few general figures now of ac¬ 
cidents that arc fatal, but we ignore 
the fact that some accidents are dif¬ 
ferent In meaning from others, as well 
as the fact that perhaps the larger 
question Ib not fatal hut nonfatal ac¬ 
cidents. Until such facte are collected 
it Is not unwarrantable to assert that 
we send to the hospital or the grave¬ 
yard one worker every minute of the 
year. 

PAINTING THE LILY. 


[New York Sun.} 

Fashion in flowers has taken a freak 
turn in Germany of late and there Is 
great demand in certain circles for blooms 
of hues not found In nature. 

The flowers are cut with extra, long 
stalks a few hours before they reach full 
maturity. Then the stalks are pm In wa¬ 
ter in which aniline dyes have been dis¬ 
solved. White carnations, lilies and pan¬ 
sies are the easiest to dye ond give the 
most natural results. 

As the stalk sucks u pthe water the ani¬ 
line pigment is carried through ail the lino 
vessels of the blossom and deposited in 
Its cells, so that after a few hours Hs 
color Is completely established. Some¬ 
times strange and even beautiful effects 
ere secured by stopping the coloring pro- 
cee« before it Is complete. The white pe¬ 
tals will then be delicately wined with 
green or re*id—thcse being the colors most 
successfully used. 

Since the discovery that the flowers sr? 
simply dyed is a great outcry among flor¬ 
iculturists, who pronounce the process 
an outrageous fraud on nature, both in¬ 
artistic and vulgar. This does not pre- 
\'ent the demand for the dyed flowers 
from spreading.

Life takes issue with Mr. Stead, the 
Client One of Wimbledon, touching the 
newspapers and their relation toward 
peace and War. "Nothing/* says Life, 
4 is more apparent than the change 
which has come over newspapers with¬ 
in the memory of youngish men still 
living, whereby they have ceased to 
register the mind of some Greeley, or 
Weed, or Raymond, or Dana, and taken 
on the function of registering their pub¬ 
lic's mind. In our clay the consuming 
anxiety of every newspaper Is not to 
mold the people's sentiment, but to 
give them back their own thoughts. 
The successful new?paper Is that which 
tells l(s readers, not what to think, 
but what they are thinking." 

That would be a complimentary 
view to take of most contemporary 
newspaper?, which, as far as their edi¬ 
torializing goes, seem to have neither 
flistlnct moral purpose. noV-contlnulty of 
thought, but merely the filling of a c©*-. 
tain number of. columns with big type. 

"Whore a grent modern newspaper 
favors war," Life proceeds to obrerve. 
"It has good reason to believe there in 
a strong war sentiment in the hearts 
of the people. Neither head-letters a 
foot tall, nor cartoons In twenty-nine 
colors, will suffice to bring on a war 
which the masses of the people don't 
banker for." Perhaps not; but per¬ 
sistence In war-talk, with aggravating 
examples mostly invented, may whorp 
things up to a polry, whore very lkLe 
kindling will light the Are. 

During the era of personal Journal¬ 
ism, to which Life refers, the rationale 
of events was put before the news; to¬ 
day, the story and Its moral—too cf.en 
false In both cases—go in the h:ad- 
lines and the text below them. Even 
in the days of Greeley and Weed. Dr. 
Rush described the newspapers as 
•‘those vehicles of disjointed thought." 
Yet were there then a definite ob¬ 
jective point and a high sense of ac¬ 
count ability where now there is ro 11t- 
tl© of cither that a constant reader 
xvould find K hard to make his mental 
connections from month to month arid 
year to year. 

This scorns to us a distinct loss both 
to the newspaper and the public. It 
marks, however, au Interregnum, we 
think, and not a finality. .The penny- 
dreadful in the press and In fiction will 
always find an audience; but, in the 
Jong run, the average intelligence will 
come to differentiate between the bogus 
and the real, and will demand authen¬ 
ticity and authority. To this better 
standard the Individual may be easiest 
held, and, where an individual of char¬ 
acter appears, having opinions worth 
•omethlng, the community will ascer¬ 
tain Who he is and take him on his 
(credibility. He need not be a writer at 
all. But he must be a visible man, who 
feels his responsibility, and may be 
reached and made to answer the public 
requirement and his duty. 

The reflection of the popular senti¬ 
ment was never so dull as now. But 
more or less, it hn* been always the 
aim of the aspiring ne\vspaper. Grtfeley 
led an audience that wanted to be led in 
that direction, fcu did Weed. They were 
at once guides upon the highway and 
Interpreters for the moving column be¬ 
hind. When Greeley went uatraC he 
lost his following. Happily, he diet! 
and was spared prolonged suffering. 
When Raymond sought to vary the 
course of a lifetime, he went down be¬ 
fore the wrath of the constituency he 
had created. And yet, as the succeed¬ 
ing sequel proved, both Greele'y and 
Raymond were right, and their readers 
wrong, as to what was actually best for 
the country. 

Intense partylem will not brook Indi¬ 
vidual freedom. The thlck-and-thin 
partisan wUl have none of the Journal¬ 
ist who does not load the dice to rqake 
his side win. He would not In Greeley's 
time, and he will not now, though the 
Circle of Independence seems to be 
widening, and-there appear increasing 
numbers of people who are fairly toler¬ 
ant as long as they are amused. 


The Municipal Situation. 

Whether the Governor of Kentucky 
has experienced a change of heart from 
the most partisan and practical of pol¬ 
iticians to the most circumspect of 
Magist rates, or has made a virtue of 
necessity, his Municipal appointments 
us far may be pronounced as, with a 
I single exception, touching oue of the 
* Boards, as unexceptionable. They have 
j been, with this notable exception, which 
! need not be singled out fur animadver¬ 
sion and will be recognized by all intel¬ 
ligent people, taken from the best type 
and class of the community. If the re¬ 
maining selections keep up the standard 
of those already chosen the people may 
harbor the brightest anticipations of the 
future. 

That no such power should have been 
lodged In the hands of any one man. to 
beside the question, since It has been 
so prudently exercised. Nor need we 
recall the not very edifying cir¬ 
cumstances attending that extraordi¬ 
nary transfer of power by the Court of 
Appeals. The main point is the ki'.id of 
administration which Is likely to ensue. 

The best Intentions are not always 
sure guarantees of complete success ki 
good works. Mr. Bingham, and his 
Boards, will find themselves, we dare 
say, handicapped by immemorial abuses, 
by the force of circumstances, by con¬ 
trariety of opinions and report. The 
perversity and selfishness of friends, 
and alleged friends, more than the open 
hostility of enemies, will embarrass 
them. They will find, as their predeces¬ 
sors have found, that Jordan Is a 
mighty hard road to travel dpwn abqul 
Sixth and Jefferson. and thdft the New 
Jerusalem never has been and never 
will be established under the roof of 
the City Hall. But, there are laws to 
be enforced, which have long hung 
loose, and there are reform* to be ex¬ 
ecuted. which preceding administra¬ 
tions with their loads of obligation, 
have not been able to effect, even where 
they were willing. Having none such, 
the new Mayor and the gentlemen as¬ 
sociated with him, may do many things 
that need to be done and which, when 
done, will make for the public welfare. 

The Courier-Journal engages to cup- 
port heartily all efforts to Improve our 
local conditions. As It was nowise wed¬ 
ded to the Administration which has 
gone out It Is wholly Independent of that 
which hns come In. Friendly to both, 
it had cause to differ widely with the 
one and it hopes to have cause to agrro 
entirely with the other; but. at all times 
and under all circumstances, a disinter¬ 
ested representative of the public in¬ 
terest. 

Mr. Bingham will search in vain the 
archives of his office, and the memory 
of the oldest occupant of the City Hall, 
for evidence that the Courier-Journal 
has ever darkened its doors with self- 
seeking Intention. He will look in vain 
for Its coming to him with any axes 
to grind. As a leading tax-payer and 
an old and respected citizen It asks of 
him and his helpers and advisers g • jd 
government, and' good government 
alone, wishing them well the while, 
and holding itself ready to their call 
in the event that they may feel that 
they need Its interposition in behalf of 
wise and Just policies. 


For Better Development. 

A wxlter In tho New Orleans Pica¬ 
yune. who has given much attention to 
the natural resources of the Southern 
States', calls attention to the great 
loose* sustained there by the lack of 
proper foresight as to the value of the.r 
forests and mineral lands and by pre¬ 
maturely parting with them iristead of 
reserving them for better prices or de¬ 
velopment by themselves. Fifteen 
years ago, or less, he says, the best 
pine lands In the South could be bought 
at from seventy-five cents to $1.50 per 
acre. These same lands are now worth 
from $30 to $60 per acre. The Southern 
people did not take advantage of this 
opportunity for large profits, not *o 
much because they did not perceive It. 
but from the lack of capital for In¬ 
vestment. It remained for men from 
the North arid West to realize the op¬ 
portunity and they quickly controlled 
the best of the great pine forests, the 
lumber from which la now shipped not 
only to most of the States, but also 
sent abroad In large quantities. Great 
fortunes have been made by the silent 
but sure accretions of value, much of 
which has been taken by the nonresi¬ 
dent investor* to the States whence 
they came. 

This is all very true, and much of it 
applies to Kentucky as well as the 
more Southern States, though not In the 
same degree, since her people have 
never labored under such disadvantages 
as those of more Southern siiteif, and 
have had a larger show in the work of 
development. Still there is some lack 
of that enterprise which, if exerted 
properly, would save to the State much 
of the profit derivable from the devel¬ 
opment of some of our resources which 
now goes elsewhere. Our forests, al¬ 
most wholly of deciduous trees, are 
especially rich in the bard woods, and 
these are extensively utilized by in¬ 
dividuals or corporations for shipment 
to other States for the manufacture of 
wagons, plows and agricultural math n- 
ery of various kinds and for other pur¬ 
poses. In this way there is lost to the 
State more than the mere value of the 
rough timber, since In addition to this 
must be taken Into/account the loss on 
this material In Its manufacture, to¬ 
gether with the loss of the profit all of 
this labor would have added to the 


wealth of the State in its manufacture, 
labor required for Its manufacture. 

The principle applies to many other 
branches of Industry and development, 
one of which is new' and exceptional. 
The best oil region developed In Ken¬ 
tucky Is that In the southern part of 
the State In Wayne and in others north¬ 
east of that county. The chief profit in 
oil Is not in the crude output of the 
wells, but in the oil improved by the 
process of refining and the numerous 
by-products thus obtained, such as 
benzine, gasoline, paraflne. coal tar and 
on. But from this profit Ken¬ 
tucky has been, to a great de¬ 
gree. excluded by the construction of a 
pipe line, by which the crude oil is con¬ 
veyed to Parkersburg, West Virginia, 
to enrich the nonresident Oil Trust and 
give employment to labor In refineries. 

Another source of profit which Is be¬ 
ing neglected by our people and left 
chiefly to the exploitation of nonresi¬ 
dents is the manufacture of Portland 
cement. There is no State in the Union 
richer than Kentucky in the best quali¬ 
ty of limestone and slliclous clay or 
shale. Us Ingredients widely distribut¬ 
ed and at points favorable for ship¬ 
ment both by water and rail. And yet 
the market is controlled by manufact¬ 
urers in other States, who use material 
not so good and have no such trans- 
rortutlon facilities. In addition to the. 
material for cement, there are limitless 
deposits of sand and gravel of first 
quality for making concrete, wholly 
neglected. When the digging of the 
Panama Canal shall have progressed 
sufficiently to b:*gln the construction of 
the great dams and locks, vast quan¬ 
tities cf ‘/esc materials will be needed, 
and nottxiere in this country can they 
be found better or with equal facilities 
for all-water transportation than In 
Kentucky. 

The Illustration could be carried much 
further In Its application to our coal 
and timber lands and the development 
of the various mineral resources, such as 
fluorspar, zinc, lead, pottery clays and 
Iron ores, which, except as to the first, 
have received comparatively little at¬ 
tention. Coal lands heavily timbered 
and underlaid with from three to seven 
workable strata of coal chiefly above 
drainage, can be purchased for from $5 
to $10 an acre. Their intrinsic value 
may be judged from the fact that every 
horizontal foot of coal In a workable 
seam, three feet thick or more, will 
yield 1,000 tons of merchantable coal 
per acre, the intrinsic value undeveloped 
being ten cents per ton. So that each 
foot of thickness of coal Is worth $100 
per acre. The market value of the coal 
may be reckoned at fifty cents a ton. It 
Is easy, therefore, to sec how Intrinsic¬ 
ally valuable are such lands. Posterity 
will be amazed when these coal fields 
are under full development that they 
were so Jong neglected. 

There Is In this reference to the lack 
of development by our own people no 
real or Implied objection to such work 
by others. On the contrary it is real¬ 
ized that there is Already# a large 
amount of home capital Invested In coal 
mines by which Kentucky has reached 
the eighth place among coal-producing 
States, and that the demand for capital. 
In other important channels, makes it 
desirable that there should be an influx 
of both pupulation and capital to our 
16.000 square miles of coal area for 
their proper development. It is not the 
lack of enterprise which finds the State 
with so much of undeveloped territory 
and resources, but the necessity of more 
strong and willing hands and more cap¬ 
ital to furnish them occupation. The 
influx of either will soon bring the oth¬ 
er and a hearty welcome awaits both. 


Regulating Coffee Prices. 

What la known as the "valorization 
of coffee" represents a scheme of the 
Brazilian Government to keep up ths 
price of that commodity. It sought to 
do this by -taking charge of the surplus 
und preventing it from depressing the 
market. It is a scheme not essential¬ 
ly different from that which has been 
tried in the case of tobacco, with the 
difference that in this country the work 
has been done by the growers, while |n 
Brazil the State came to the rescue. 
Coffee being the chief product of that 
country It was possible to convince the 
authorities that national prosperity de¬ 
pended on the price of coffer. 

Now. the essence of the trouble was 
the overproduction of coffee. There 
are those who deny that there is any 
such thing as overproduction, for they 
can always point triumphantly to thosj 
who would like to consume more if they 
could. However, the desire of people 
to drink coffee without the mean* of 
paying for it has no influence in keep¬ 
ing up the price. The fact remains that 
nap re coffee has been produced than 
the world would take at satisfactory 
prices. For last year the world had a 
production of 24.307,000 bags, while the 
consumption was estimated at 17,544.- 
000. Consequently the visible supply 
was from 9,836,000 to 16.399,000 bags, of 
which the Brazilian Government wo* 
supposed to hold over half. 

How did this scheme succeed In hold¬ 
ing up the price? At the beginning 
of the twelve months the price cf So 
7 was 7 7 4: at the dost, 64s cents. There 
was a loss of lVi cents a pound, which, 
on Its face, seems to show- that the 
scheme was a total failure. This l* 
not, however, admitted by its friends. 
They say it Is not a question how much 
the price declined, but how much It 
would have declined had there been no 
effort to keep up the price. They point 
to* the record of 1901-2, when there w as 
an overproduction and when the prloe 
went to cents. At the end of th*t 
year the visible supply was 11,341,000 
bags. It is now considerably larger, 
and yet the price is a cent higher. Of 
course, this method of reasoning ha* 
many drawbacks, for there are other 
factors very often which are not taken 
into consideration. Among them may 
be mentioned the decline in the pur¬ 
chasing power of money, it is possible. 


| however, that the plan for keeping at [ 
| least a part of the surplus out of the ; 
| market may have prevent'd the prl c 
from ^otng as low as it would other¬ 
wise huve done. 

It ought to be clear that such a 
scheme as this is a mere pa Illative. 
The real trouble lies in overproduction. 
There must be Ue? coffee produced or 
more consumed In order to equalize the 
two elements that enter into the prlc*\ 
Efforts are made to increase consump¬ 
tion. but this is a matter In which 
argument does not count for much. 
The best way to increase the consump¬ 
tion Is to lower the price, and this is 
w'hat the valorization scheme Is seek¬ 
ing to combat. Consumption has in¬ 
creased, whether on accouwt of lower 
prices or not, but the visible supply has 
also gone mounting up. 

There is no power anywhere to repeal 
the law of supply and demand, or to 
avoid Its influence upon prices. The 
supply may, as in the valorization 
scheme, be artificially contracted by 
impounding a part of the surplus, but 
a* long as the production goes bn in¬ 
creasing the difficulty of cLdng this will 
be continually augmented. If the plan 
were completely successful at first, the 
temptation Jo overproduce would be 
greater Instead of less. As the price 
has receded In spite of the effort to 
keep the surplus out of the market, 
the stimulus to overproduction seems 
less. In the long run, however, any 
method of controlling the price arti¬ 
ficially without diminishing the supply 
or Increasing the demand, will break 
down of its own weight. In spite of the 
ingenious argument made in it* favor 
the valorization scheme looks like a 
failure.

A Decision of Interest. 

The fact has been judicially estab¬ 
lished that snoring Is not such "cruel 
and inhuman treatment" as to consti¬ 
tute Just and legal v grounds for divorce. 
Mrs. Victoria Morton, of Bell port, L. 1.. 
whom aged Mr. Morton took to wife a 
year ago, sped for divorce on the plea 
that her husband disturbed her slum¬ 
bers nightly by snores that were deep, 
loud and penetrating. They sometimes 
startled her and caused her to awake 
In great alarm; sometimes they caused 
her to dream of thunderstorms and the 
torturing episodes of war, and some¬ 
times they simply prevented her from 
getting any sleep at all. It was a ter¬ 
rible situation she pictured. Her at¬ 
torneys fought her case energetically. 
Both sides brought forth their ablest 
arguments. The question of the suffi¬ 
ciency of the snore as a basis for di¬ 
vorce waa given a fair trial. The wife 
lost her case. 

The decision is of.great value to the 
rest of mankind. It fixes a precedent 
whereby man or woman may be pro¬ 
tected in the right to snore, and. more¬ 
over. to snore loudly. It is a privilege 
and hereafter, by exercising it, neither 
husband nor wife Is risking judicial 
separation. There are many persons 
who will be thankful to the court for 
Its exact and logical interpretation of 
the law and proud of the legal vindi¬ 
cation of their rights as snorers. Nat¬ 
urally. there will be also others not so 
thankful. These others are merely 
listeners, who know nothing of the de¬ 
lights of snoring. They are misan¬ 
thropes and faultfinders. They will re¬ 
sent the decision of the learned Judge 
in the present Instance. 

The decision is Important and timely. 
It lets the snorer know where he 
stands.

Life’s acute observation on the decline 
of the muck-raking Industry is timely and 
interesting. PractlcnKy every mucker has 
laid by h:s dirty rake, and every maga¬ 
zine thut made itself a vehicle for tho 
ruklngs is carrying cleaner cargo Doubt¬ 
less there was need for Investigation and 
report of political and bust new methods— 
done hhnestly and soberly ar.d with right¬ 
eous purpose; and the writers who first 
entered upon the work indicated abun¬ 
dantly thut they were moved by right Im¬ 
pulses; that they had no des!re aught to 
extenuate nor *u down aught In malice. 
All tha-KJhey undertook to do Was care¬ 
fully and const-ienttourty to study social 
and political problems in the process of 
actual solution; business methods as they 
were reufiy being exploited by typical 
great enterprises; and the careers of pub¬ 
lic men or captains of Industry prominent 
In the public eye, dad then to report 
truthfully the foots learned. This was 
good work, worthy work, work that could 
not fait to rouse the public conscience 
and to result In amelioration and reform. 
And It could not fall, coming os it did 
when condtLons were ripe for it. to be In 
its nature renmtlonal—sensational be¬ 
cause it came to the public as a sort of 
surprise; even, though, many people had 
s’.rrwly been coming to feel that things 
were far from well with us. 

NaturaiCy. the exposures that were 
mode and the lesson.** drawn from them 
l>ecam© the most absorbing topic of the 
time, and the most popular for publica¬ 
tions to dwell upon and to m.ike the moot 
of. And then came the real muck-rakers 
—writers of low grade employed to find 
sensation and to paint In lurid colors. 
These were not inspired with any lofty 
purpose or sincere deuire to get the truth. 
What they were ofter was copy to me©t 
the desire of eager editors, and to foed 
the stimulated public appetite. They did 
not seek to present facts as they were 
about men or measure ft but so to write 
os to show that wickedness everywhere 
abounded and controlled. Men s charac¬ 
ters were blackened by distortion of Inno¬ 
cent circumstances or facts were narrated 
with hint and innuendo and wicked sur¬ 
mise In such a way as to be a compete 
perversion. But by their very excess* of 
mitlIce these sensation mongers defeated 
their wish to Injure and brought the 
muck-raking business Into disrepute. 

Now hardly on© of them continues to 
purpuc the malevolent trade; and when 
rome feeble penny-a-liner Ilka Gilson 
Gardner does polhrte fair paper with ven¬ 
omous fabrications no one is deceived. 
The people are no longer easily made to 
believe that white Is black. Sound criti¬ 
cism based on facts, honest invent igation 
by truthful men. faithful report? of actu¬ 
al conditions, are as welcome as ever. But 
malignant misrepresentation by mercen¬ 
ary 1 litre hae ceased to have any effect ex¬ 
cept to bring disgrace up*n the medium 
of publication. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


[Spokane, Wash.. Spokesman-Review.] 

That marriage is a necessity and that 
therefore Legislatures canpot, without 
violating public policy, prohibit the re¬ 
marriage of divorced persons, is the 
ground taken by Judge McEwon. or the 
Superior Court at Chicago. In holding 
that those who have been separated hy 
decree may marry tig* In within u year, 
notwithstanding an Illinois Jaw to ihe 
contrary. "I take It." declared the court, 
"that. In law, marriage is a meritorious 
and a necessary institution. The propa¬ 
gation of the race, the sustaining of the 
ramily and the upbuilding of society test 
upon It. It Is therefore to be promoted 
getter ally." 

Following out this reasoning the Jud^x 
could not *ee what the Legislature a is 
endeavoring to accomplish when h made 
the one-year limitation. The law. in Ms 
opinion, was a mere arbitrary fixing of 
period without any reason, and against 
public policy. To deprive nny man or 
woman of the right to marry, except upon 
consideration cf age. health or wrong¬ 
doing, was held to be a violation of nat¬ 
ural rights. Judge McEwen declined to 
recognize as Illegal the marriage of u di¬ 
vorced woman which had occurred Inside 
of the prohibited tfflie limit. 

The tilings court's way of looking at 
the question will he Interesting elsewhere 
In view of the fact that In several other 
States the divorce laws have a similar 
provision against the marriages of the 
parti©* to a divorce within a specified 
time—three months, six months or a year. 
This prohibition has generally been con¬ 
sidered a wise and good one, as tending 
to put a check on much of the scandal 
attaching to divorces und the immediate 
marring© of one or both of the panics. 
Decency has frequently been outraged by 
the ease and haste with which marriage 
vows have been laid aside and again 
taken up. and Legislature* have been 


sue*: lined by public sentiment In legis¬ 
lating against n practice that had grown 
altogether too common. \ J 

The woman In the case before Judge 
McBwcn had married the next day „fter 
securing a divorce frem her first hus¬ 
band. and the Judge considered that It 
was In nccord with public policy that 
she should do so. IRs opinion to not like¬

SELTZER REPENTANCE.

We have k on no leas authority than 
that of the Rev. John S. Allen, for six¬ 
teen years '*8t rangers' Pastor" for a 
Flfth-uvenue church, that the office of 
"hotel chaplain" h.u* been definitely abol¬ 
ished by the Hotel Association. 

That office was held for tome months by 
the Rev. Ilenry Marsh Warren in a man¬ 
ner which the Morning Tckgraph deemed 
worthy of .exploitation. Under the War¬ 
ren administration the hotel chaplaincy 
wns seen to be a sort of amateur mid¬ 
night marrying agency, an institution 
which had never before been undertake 
in New York and perhaps never again 
will. 

Not that Mr. Warren failed to/ make 
a success of the office—for himstff. He 
has gone, we understand, or Is* going, 
for a long mission to the Orient :n quest 
of local color for his future activities, 
but he will never get so far away from 
Broadway that he will b© able to forget 
or be forgotten for his experience after 
dark along the Great White Way. It will 
always be recalled of Warren that he 
furnished more potential material for the 
divorce courts than any other clergyman 
that ever hung oirt tho banner of Hy¬ 
men Jn this or any other community. 

*nfcre will be some abatement of the 
practice of marrying in champagne and 
repenting In seltzer now that the marry¬ 
ing parson ha© gone out of business, but 
Broadway will try to get along ai well 
as it cap. Such murrlagca do not con¬ 
tribute to the net sum of human happi¬ 
ness. The facilities for committing sober 
matrimony are already ample; there 
never was any real need for a reverend 
person to catch the matrimonial business 
of young persona blown with wine. 

The marrying business, in a word, will 
be done hereafter at the old stands and 
the divorce Judges will be gl ad of it. 

GOVERNMENT BY IMPULSE. 


[Atlantic Monthly ] 

The psychology of a people Is reflected 
in its Government. And with us Impulse 
Joins conviction in the creation of a Gov¬ 
ernment by parties. No other organiza¬ 
tion of the governmental powers* Is sub¬ 
ject to such subtle, such' sudden and 
specutacular changes ns is a domocracy. 
For a democracy mult always be ti Gov¬ 
ernment by partlca. and parties are the 
repository, not only of conviction, but also 
of prejudice, dogma, and even of passion. 
Factional wars have threatened mon¬ 
archies and laid waste principalities, while 
creedal differences have devastated whole 
continents and eradicated entire popula¬ 
tions. In America wc have a War of the 
Roses every quadriennfum. and having 
outgrown religious Intolerance, we # h»iv© 
transferred to the political ar^na all Iho 
Impulses of factional warfare. 

Th© Impulse of the musses is like the 
flashing, erratic lightning. It has been 
the destruction of the ambition of many 
of our greatest men when they appeared 
for hlrf office, because It lias been at¬ 
tracted by secondary' faults, or by idle 
tales, or by willful misrepresentation. The 
unthinking populace too often believes the 
canard; they allow trivial events to un¬ 
balance their Judgment 

There was the princely Ilenry Clay. 
Who ever was more widely acclaimed than 
this wonderful orator of the Whigs? The 
extraordinary In political life was com¬ 
monplace to him. He never spoke to 
crowds—he spoke to acres of people. His 
name was woven Into song and story and 
paraphraser into a hundred appellations of 
endearment. For a half century he was 
the striking figure In our national life. 
Every’ Journey he undertook was a prog¬ 
ress. for towns emptied their populations 
Into his pathway, and farms were deserted 
WMVt'he passed through a neighborhood. 
And whenever he arose to speak the na¬ 
tion wns his auditory. The adoration of 
the American people for Henry day Is 
one of the remarkable Incidents of our 
political history- 

Yet he was five times defeated for the 
presidency—three times as a party can¬ 
didal© before the people, twice as a candi¬ 
date for th© nomination before th© Na- 
ttonal convention. There were many rea¬ 
sons for these multiplied defeats, but 
principally the false charge that Jackson 
hurled against him In 1824fwhen Clay gave 
his votes In the House of Representatives 
to John Quincy Adams for President rath¬ 
er than to the imperator. Jackson. Adams 
made Clay the Secretary of State, and 
Jackson shouted. "Bargain and corrup¬ 
tion!" It was a false and unjust cry. Clay 
was perfectly sincere In his desire to keep 
Jackson out ofVthe White House, and 
John Quincy Adams could never be sus¬ 
pected of trickery. Yet the people be¬ 
lieved the cry. it wa« re-echoed and re¬ 
phrased every succeeding time the bril¬ 
liant orator ran for the presidency. He 
could not live It down; he could not ex¬ 
plain it away. Such was the credulity of 
the people and such their flckleneas. 

day is not a solitary victim to Impul¬ 
siveness. A catalogue of the noted men 
who have liesn sacrificed to the mis¬ 
guided Impulse and the blind unreason 
and dislike of the people would include the 
names of many of our really great men. 
Webster, Cfclhoun. Cass. Blaine. Reed, are 
Included among the regal victims of the 
lightning of Impulsive politics. 

The usual explanation of this unfortu¬ 
nate phenomenon Is that the«»c great men 
are too big for the office. That Is a stul¬ 
tifying admission for an American to 
make. No man Is too great for the ex¬ 
alted office of President. But there arc 
men too great to Juggle with th© follies 
and prejudic es of the i>o|>ulace.

BASIS OF BIG BUSINESS 


Indispensable Backbone To Any Successful Campaign To 
Sell Goods-Phonographs An Example.

A fifteen-year-old boy left his par¬ 
ents* home liv»Arcola, N. J., in 1871, to 
make his own living. To-day his 300- 
acre estate at Areola is the "show- 
place" of that section of New Jersey. 

That, in brief, is the start and frui¬ 
tion of a career whose history offers 
some decidedly interesting episodes. 
But the true interest of the tale lies 
In the years of fighting and victory 
that came between. It is worth the 
reading. 

The boy waa Edward Dennison Eas¬ 
ton. His mother was the daughter of 
a Baptist clergyman; his father a 
school teacher. Such antecedents prom 
lse more of culture and education than 
of commercial success. Young Easton 
is the striking exception that may or 
may not prove the rule. He made a 
specialty of shorthand at a time when 
good stenographers were by no means 
as plentiful as now. Then he combined 
shorthand with regular newspaper 
work, and when only eighteen was 
appointed official stenographer to the 
United States Lighthouse Board at 
Washington. The nation'fL capital af¬ 
forded good chances for ability like his, 
and he soon had an office and assist¬ 
ants of his own. 

For fifteen years he reported nearly 
every event of importance in law court 
or Congress, his newspaper knowledge 
here coming strongly to his aid. The 
Star Route proceedings and the entire 
trial of Charles Gulteau for the murder 
©f President Garfield were among his 
most notable achievements. People 
talked of him as a rising man. They did 
not reallxe—nor did he—that his real 
career had not even begun.

The chain of stores—another Idea of 
Mr. Easton's—stretches around the 
world, and Is conducted In addition to 
the myriads of independent dealers (in 
the same and other localities as the 
chain’s links) who sell Columbia 
graphophones. At Bridgeport. Conn., is 
the factory that serves as headquarters 
for the entire enterprise. 8o huge is 
the mail business conducted there that 
an octagonal room twenty feet in di¬ 
ameter has been built onto the local 
post-office to accommodate all of It. One 
afternoon mail alone sometimes brings 
180.000 communications.

ACTION AIMED 

AT BRITISH TRUST. 


Government May Stop English Pur¬ 
chases From Monopoly. 


[New York Dispatch to the Chicago Trib¬ 
une ] 

Suit which the Federal Government 
will fcrLng in the United States Circuit 
Court hero to-onornow for dissolution of 
the American Tobacco Company, on th* 
ground that 11 Is a monopoly In ce¬ 
ntral rut at trade, will involve an Eng¬ 
lish Trtbaroo Trust a a welL Govern¬ 
ment investigators uncovered an agree¬ 
ment In writing between the American 
company and the Imperial Tobacco 
Company, the English combination, by 
which the American trust binds itstff 
to keep out of the English field. The 
Imperial Company reciprocates by 
winhd/rawiTig from the United States. 

The remainder of the world’s trade 
in American tobacco under the terms 
of tfhe agreement is turned over to the 
company known as the British-Amer- 
kon Tobacco Company, which was or¬ 
ganized in 190 L The American To¬ 
bacco Company owns two-thirds of the 
capital stock in this British-American 
Company and the Imperial Company 
the remaining one^thlrd. It is known 
that the American Tobacco Company 
alone requires 500,000.000 of the 800,000,- 
000 pounds orf tobacco that is produced 
annually In America It supplies the 
British-American Company with Its 
raw material on commission. Operat¬ 
ing under the agreement with the Eng¬ 
lish Trust, it thus, according to the 
Government's contention, has a virtual 


monopoly on the world's trade in Amer¬ 
ican tobacco. 

• • • 

May Restrain English Companies. 


The English companies are, of couxae. 
outside the jurisdiction of the Federal 
law, but It is possible that the Federal 
Government may seek to have the 
courts restrain agents for th^se com¬ 
panies from buying tobacco in this 
country until this combination is brok¬ 
en up. An agreement was entered into 
between the. American and the Im¬ 
perial companies after years of w'ar. 

In Its bill the Goventmenrt will ask 
for the appointment of a receiver or re¬ 
ceivers to take change of the physical 
properties and assets of the company 
only as an altemattive proposition. Its 
chW request will be for an Injunction 
restraining alleged monopolistic corpor¬ 
ations from engaging further In inter¬ 
state commerce. .

Wo could print that fact: but to dlreot 
local trade to those stores and dealers 
we are obliged to roly on newspapers. 
We can and do co-operate with the in¬ 
dependent deale-s In advertising stores 
In their own respective localities. Such 
advertisements give us the chance of 
printing ail of those stores’ addresses 
and at directing buyers to them. Mag¬ 
azine advertising could not in any way 
achieve this. 

"I know the advertising business 
pretty well. So I have experience to 
go by in all these statements. That 
same experience dat?s back twenty-two 
years, and began when, at the ripe age 
of thirteen.

Such an entry would be quite 
correct If one descended from the es¬ 
tate of royalty to tho commonplace. 
How the glitter of royal courts changes 
things! It U writ on the records that 
the Hon. Charlotte Knollys (pronounced 
•’Knowles”) Is Bedchamber Woman to 
Her Majesty Queen Alexandra. 

Because the mistress is royal the po¬ 
sition becomes ono of honor Instead 
of servility. Yet ono cannot get away 
from tho fact that Miss Knollys is to 
aU intents and purposes the Queen of 
England’s “maid,” as well as her dear¬ 
est friend and confidential companion. 

• • • 

Forty-fourth Year In Place. 

Quite recently Charlotte Knollys 
completed her forty-fourth year In this 
position. Nightly for forty-four years 
she has slept under the same roof as 
her mistress and dally In that life¬ 
time has she tended her and her many 
wants so carefully and so faithfully 
that at the royal palaces she has long 
had the nickname of “The Shadow.” 

No one need envy Miss Knollys her 
job. Yearly It grows more difficult. The 
Queen is a moat exacting woman. With 
ago her infirmities are increasing. She 
has a temper. Most Queens have. But 
the public does not know that the 
Queen's deafness has made her Irritable 
and that were It not for the tact of 
Charlotte Knollys life nt the various 
royal palaces would be, for the Queen’s 
household, strenuous at times. Miss 
Knollys Is Alexandra’s good rmgel. She 
Is the genial buffer between the Queen 
and outside personages, not even leav¬ 
ing out jovial Edward the Seventh. 

Tho loss of Miss Knollys would be. 
perhaps, ono of the greatest Alexandra 
could suffer. For this woman who never 
for one day In forty-four years has 
been away from her royal mistress is 
the only woman who knows the 8“crets 
of the Queen’s toilet. 

And dhe: reward? Who knows? 
Charlotte Knollys, on the accession of 
King Edward, was given tho prefix of 
Honorable and raised by Royal War¬ 
rant to the position of a Baron’s daugh¬ 
ter. By virtue of her position at court 
she takes first place among all unmar¬ 
ried women entitled to the prefix of 
Honorable. Her relative rank now In 
the British empire Is 20.326 after the 
King She has an armful of minor for- 
1 Igrt orders and decorations bestowed 


by European Queens. And as to salary 
she draws $3,500 a year from the Gov¬ 
ernment and $1,500 from the Queen’s 
privy purse. What further emoluments 
or private gifts she may receive from 
her majesty or elsewhere she and tho 

donors alone know.

What Miss Knollys Has Free. 


Of course Mias Knollys has board and 
lodging and servants and all such 
things free at Buckingham Palace, 
Windsor Castle and Sandringham and 
wherever the Queen may go a-vislting. 

While she Is the costliest ’’lady’s 
maid” in ail the wide world, I doubt If 
her emoluments, the splendor of her 
surroundings, the homage of great 
courtiers and greater society dames, 
tire constant basking In the rays of roy¬ 
alty compensate Charlotte Knollys for 
all her work and all her sacrifices of the 
past forty-four years and—there are yet 
years to come. 

The greatest sacrlftco of this young- 
old woman was the sacrifice of love. 
At the repeated urglngs of her royal 
mistress she gave up the man she loved 
and the man who loved her. It was 
her only romance.. And It has been a 
lifelong romance. Tho man was a minor 
courtier attached to the household of 
the King when the latter was Prince 
of Woles. The romance began on the 
croquet lawn of Marlborough House. 
Miss Knollys was then maid of honor. 

While other members of tho house¬ 
hold looked on and smiled oa the love 
story unfolded itself before their eyes, 
the future Queen had no suspicion un¬ 
til that day. when her favorite knelt at 
her feet and asked her gracious permis¬ 
sion to marry. Each maid is obliged 
to ask her royal mistress’ permission to 
marry, and on the marriage receives 

$5,000 from the crowm. 

• • • 

Takes the Queen’s Advice. 

Queen Elizabeth stormed and raved at 
Lady Anne of Rutland In similar cir¬ 
cumstances and other Queens here and 
there have followed suit. Alexandra 
did not. yet she urged the woman who 
had become so valuable to her not to 
marry for a while. And when a year, 
and then two, passed the lover became 
Impatient. Alexandra was once more 
appealed to. From th.it interview came 
Miss Knollys’ pledge to serve her mIn- 
tress alone, her dream of love ended, a 
martyr to duty. 

Years later the man married. Recent¬ 
ly he died. 

Charlotte Knollys* reward? Well, she 
has been raised to the rank of a Baron’s 
daughter. And yet by right of birth 
she is the dwight* r of on Earl. That is 


one of the stTange romances of the 

Knollys family. 

The family traces back some 900 
years. The most notable of Miss Knol¬ 
lys’ ancestors was Sir Robert, the va¬ 
liant knight who won his golden spurs 
on the field of baltle and who died ex¬ 
actly 500 years ago. 111 1407. The family 
has a tradition for personal’service to 
tfre Sovereign, for Sir William Knollys 
was treasurer of the household of 
Queen Elizabeth. He was also her con¬ 
fidential adviser In many Important 
matters. He received many honors from 
his mistress. She made him a Knight 
of the Garter, then Baron Knollys, then 
Viscount Wallingford and finally Earl 
of Banbury. His reputed son, Edward, 
was killed In a duel and a brother. 
Nicholas, inherited the family honors. 
He also sat in the Convention Parlia¬ 
ment. The eighth Earl of Banbury was 
the last of that title. He was a Gen¬ 


eral hi the army, commanded the Scots 
Guards and was Governor of Limerick. 

• • • 

No Claim To the Title. 


Just ninety-four years ago the House 
of Lords passed a resolution that he 
had no proper .claim to the title, and 
so he relinquished It. His son bore the 
courtesy title of Viscount WalHngford 
until he was fifteen, when come the 
Lords' objection. He then began to. 
carve out titles for himself. Ho com¬ 
manded, like his father, the Scots 
Guards, rose to the rank of General, 
and wound up by being tho Right Hon. 
Sir William Knollys. K. C. B., P. C. D. 
C. L. He was the father of Charlotte 
Knollys. the private secretary and right 
hand man of King E&wwrd. 

It was Sir William Knollys who was 
Intrusted with the formation of Aider- 
shot Camp, one of the greatest of mili¬ 


tary centers in the world. Later he 
was appointed treasurer and controller 
of the household of the Prince of Wales. 
Queen Victoria made the appointment, 
and so brought the Knollys once more 
into the personal sendee of tho royal 
family. Sir William’s second son. 
Francis, now Lord Knollys. was made 
& gentleman usher to Queen Victoria, 
then a quarterly waiter, and next a 
groom-In-waiting to the Prince of 
Wales. Elizabeth Charlotte, Sir Will¬ 
iam's eldest daughter, at tho early age 
of eighteen* became an extra woman of 
the bedchamber to the Princess. Fran - 
dls Knollys bevan>e assistant secretary 
and flruUIy private secretary to the 
Prince. His father, since dead, left the 
household to become gentleman usher 
of the Bkick Rod and later receiver gen¬ 
eral of the Dudby of Cornwall. 

Charlotte Knollys, from the "extra” 
ranks, graduated to a full-fledged worn- 


There are others of the family In 
royal service, for another brother. Col. 
Henry Knollys. Is controller of the 
household and private secretary to the 
Queen of Norway, one of King Ed¬ 
ward’s daughters. Then the Hon. E. G. 
W. T. Knollys, the young son and heir 
of Lord Knollys, is a page of honor to 
the King, and at the first court held 
at Buckingham Partace this month the 
Hon. Louvima Knollys, Lord Knollys' 
daughter, was presented by her mother 
nnd will fill the first vacancy as maid 
of honor to the Queen. There’s noth¬ 
ing like keeping the good Jobs in the 
family. 

Charlotte Knollys Is practically the 
same age as the Queen—sixty-three. 
Neither looks R—which perhaps proves 
that Mips Knollys is a past mistress 
in the arts of the toilet. She was 
christened Elizabeth Charlotte, but the 
Queen disliked Che name Elizabeth and 
elected to call her Charlotte. It is not 
generally known that one of the names 
of the Queen herself Is Charlotte. 

In upp«Lrajice Miss Knollys Is some¬ 
what taller, somewhat stouter and. I 
regret to have to say It, not so good- 
looking as her royal mdstress. Yet sho 
has one of those round, genial coun¬ 
tenances which attract nnd please. 
Miss Knollys possesses many accom¬ 
plishments. She is a marvelous lin¬ 
guist ami can convene lluently in 
nearly every European language. She 
Is also a horn musician, and an excel¬ 
lent raconteur of good stories. She Is 
great at gossip, a wonderful conversa¬ 
tionalist and a brilliant wit. She is an 
cplcuro in everything from art to eat- 
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C hancellor james r. day was 

once advising a young undergrad¬ 
uate of Syracuse University to culti¬ 
vate tact. 

"But, alas.” he said, ”1 fear that ad¬ 
vice on such a subject must always be 
wasted.

Mistress of tho Robes, M<anchtones?cs 
and Counteases are are Ladles of tho 
Bedchamber, Countesses and Baron- 
essea are Bedchamber Women an.| 
daughters of the belted Ea/rls aro Maids 
of Honor. And yet, over all these 
Charlotte Knollys, although she does 
not take precedence, practically rules. 
She is not alone the personal attend¬ 
ant of tlie Queen, but also h‘*r cloacat 
companion and friend. At State cere¬ 
monials she has to give way to Uioaa of 
higher title and is far in the back¬ 
ground, bu*t when one only Is In attend, 
ance on Her Majesty that one Is MUs 
Knollys. 

She has her apartments quite close 
to those of tho Queen everywhere the 
latter goes. To describe one suRe of 
apartments Is, excepting Sandringham, 
to describe them all. 

At Buckingham Palace the Queens 
bedchamber is an immense room. It

The other features of the room, 
which is done In a dull green, are also 
on a huge scale. They are a dressing 
tabfe In front of one of the windows 
and - two wardrobes, with • great plato 
glass doors and rows of drawers. Kuch 
wardrobe Is fully ten feet high and a 
1 dozen feet In length. 

On ono side of the bedchamber Is an¬ 
other room, the walls of w hich aro lined 
with sitnlkir wardrobes. A door from 
this room leads to the King’s suite of 
apartments. On tho other aide of tho 
bedroom Is an ante-room or small 
square corridor. The nearest door in 
this gives entrance to her majesty's 
bathroom, a superb little apartment 
done in. marble and onyx, with silver 
fittings. The further door leads into 
the Queen's own particular boudoir, 
done In rose pink and moss green, the 
walls covered with silk. 

Another door out of the bedroom 
leads into another ante-room furnished 
with lounges and chairs ranged around 
the walls. It Is a very large room, and 
mirrors line one wall. It is the waiting 
room for the ladles, maids of honor and 
others in attendance at the moment on 
the Queen. 

The door from this room lends Into 
n w ide corridor known at “The Queen's 
Corridor.” It Is here that the suite of 
rooms allotted to Charlotte Knollys Is 
situated. There is bedroom, sitting- 
room, bathroom and dressing or ward¬ 
robe-room. Each room Is of good size, 
and It Is a suite that a Princess would 
ordinarily occupy. In fart, right across 
the corridor is the suite, similar in 
every way, of Princess Victoria, tho 
only unmarried daughter of the King. 

From Miss Knollys* bedchamber there 
Is a little private passage directly into 
the Queen's apartments, and also a 
single-line private buzzer telephone.

Miss Knollys* work, outside of 
her constant companionship. Is devoted 
entirely to her majesty’s toilet and tho 
ucting a« the Queen’s buffer. 

As with the King, no person “Xcept 
those of gentle birth and entitled to 
bear arms is allowed to perform any 
personal service for the Queen. If her 
1 ? y evi n dt opp< d i 

man or maid sonant inJght pick It up, 
but could not hand it back to her maj¬ 
esty. It would have to be given first 
to one of the ladles or gentlomen-ln- 
w a it In g, and by them handed to tho 
Queen. 

The Ladies of the Bedchamber nnd 
the Bedchamber Women are dismissed 
and summoned at certain stage# of tho 
robing or disrobing of the Queen. It is 
Charlotte Knollys who Is with her maj- 
eBty the last thing at night, the first 
in the morning. It Is sho alone who 
possesses tlm secrets of the youthful- 
looking, beautiful Queen. 

And yet there are thousands of por>- 
pl • in England, yes. In London Itself, 
w ho never heard of Charlotte KrolJys.

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TBy PRANK G. CAR PENT HR. j 
R1POLI.—I write these notes In 
the city of Tripoli. It Is the 
capital of Barbary, that vast 
country of oases and desert, 
lying between Tunisia and Egypt, on 
the Mediterranean sea. I came here 
from Sfax, passing around the Gulf of 
Gabes and skirting the Desert of Libya 
the greater part of the way. Our boat 
was a little Italian steamer which 
sails from Genoa to Tunis and then goes 
on to Tripoli and back to Naples via 
Sicily and (Malta. We came to anchor 
in the harbor this morning, and were 
brought to shore by boatmen as fierce 
looking as the pirates who fought here 
against our American sailors 100 years 


agp. 

It was in the harbor of Tripoli that 
Uncle Sam had his first great naval en¬ 
gagement, after the conclusion of the 
war which made him independent of 
-Great Britain. This town was then a 
great piratical stronghold. It levied Its 
tribute on all the ships of the Mediter¬ 
ranean and Its soldiers not infrequently 
captured Christians and either held 
them for ransom or kept them In slav¬ 
ery. They had committed outrages 
upon our shipping during the last days 


of John Adams' presidency, and it was 
In 1801 and that we formally declared 
war and sent Commodore Decatur 
across the Atlantic and over the Medi¬ 
terranean to punish the pirates. Deca¬ 
tur recaptured and burnt the American 
frigate Philadelphia In, the harbor here 
In February. 1804, and we then taught 
these semi-savages that, although they 
might take their toll from the nations 
of Europe, our own little republic across 
the Atlantic must be left alone. 

This land of Barbary now belongs to 


the Sultan of Turkey. It has a Gov¬ 
ernor General appointed by him, and 
there Is an army of 10.000 soldiers In 
the barracks on the edge of the city 
which he has sent to keep order. The 
country Is so large that the army can 
police little more than Tripoli Itself, 
and the result Is that every man who 
goes Info the desert carries a gun with 
him, and that all the caravans must 
have their armed escorts. Nearly 
everyone who comes In from the In¬ 
terior has a gun strapped to his back. 
During a journey which I have made 
to one of the oases, I met many men 
so armed and I am told that the coun¬ 
try Is everywhere unsafe. 

Tripoli is for the most part nothing 
but sand. It Is as long as from New 
York to Detroit, as wide as from Phila¬ 
delphia to Buffalo, and It contains al¬ 
together an area ten times that of the 
State of Ohio. The only cultivated 
portions are a narrow strip of land 
along the Mediterranean sea and the 
otises. which are found scattered here 
arid there through the Desert of Libya. 
The popuJatton is scanty. It numbers 
altogether not more than a million, or 
about half as many as there are In 
Chicago, and these are made up of 
wild Arab tribes, many of which are at 
war with each other. 

The foreign trade of the country is 
with the Soudan and Europe. Tripoli 
lies directly north of Lake Chad, and 
it Is the chief starting place for the 
caravans which cross the Sahara. 
Thor© are half a dozen routes over 
the desert from here to the rich lands 
of Central Africa, and skins are 
brought to Tripoli on camels from 
those countries. The trip ’bikes several 
months and the caravans often Include 
In their freight female slaves for the 
Barbary harems. Millions of slaves 
have been thus carried over the desert 
and vast numbers have been sent from 
here to Tunisia and Turkey. The 


caravan routes are lined with the bones 
of slaves who have died on the way, 
and the trade would exist now were it 
not that the people fear that the Chris¬ 
tian powers might object. 

• • • 

The City of Tripoli. 


Tripoli, the city, lies in the Libyan 
desert on the edge of the Mediterranean 
sea. It Is not an oasis of mud houses 
surrounded by mud walls, such as I 
have described in my letters from tho 
Sahara, but It is a desert city of 60.000 
Inhabitants with great white buildings 
and walls of stone. 

Approaching It from the sea the towm 
looks like a mighty fortification. It is 
built upon a sloping peninsula, the 
houses running around a beautiful bay, 
guarded by rocky Islands, which rise 
like sentinels out of the blue Mediter¬ 
ranean. At one end of the bay is a 
huge fortification, commanded by Turk¬ 
ish soldiers, and at the other is the 
Kasbah. a fortified castle, containing 
the Government offices. Between these 
tw'o, running around inside the horns 
of the crescent, are white buildings, 
mixed here and there with structures 
of green, blue and rose pink, which, 
rising almost straight up from the 
water, form a great bow, with these 
forts at the end. Behind are other build, 
lags of three and four stories, and over 
them all may be seen the tail, lean 
white minarets of the mosques with 
green caps on their tops. The houses 
are of Arabic architecture and Oriental 
in shape, and when one climbs to the 
roofs of the highest buildings, as I did 
to-day, he sees that each house Is built 
about a little court, the waJls facing 
which are painted bright blue. 

As I stood on the house top ail Tripoli 
lay beiow' me. It looked much like a 
jumble of great goods boxes cast by the 
hands of the gods down Into the midst 
of the desert. There are but few trees 
in the town. At the right, facing the 
sea. some distance away, is an oasis of 
date palms, but on the other sides, as 
far as the eye can reach, there are 
nothing but the bare yellow sands of 
the desert of Libya. The city lies Just 
south of Malta and Sicily, and it is, I 
should say, just about mldw-ay betwn 
Alexandria and Tunis, the two greatest 


of the African cities on the southern 
side of the Mediterranean sea. 

But let us suppose that we are down 
in the city itself, wandering about 
through the streets. Tho time is mid¬ 
day, and the African sun blazes like a 
furnace In this tropical sky of the des¬ 
ert. It dazzles our eyes and the white 
buildings about us catch the rays and 
throw' them back, almost blinding. In. 
the chief streets of the city there is 
no sun at all. and It Is only when we 
strike the open spaces that we realize 
the brightness outside. 

Tripoli is a city of caverns. Most of 
the streets are either covered with mat¬ 
ting or boards or are actually built over 
like great vaults and lighted here and 
there by holes In the roofs. It Is like 
going through half-lighted tunnels, and 
we might wander about for hours bare¬ 
headed without fear of the sun. This 
Is especially so In the business sections. 
The bazars consist of streets ten or 
fifteen feet wide with white vaulted 
roofs, the light coming through holes 
in the latter, each of which is about a 
foot square. Now and then there will 
be a break in these roofs, making a 
short open space where the sun shines, 
but after that the vaults begin again so 
that one could go through almost the 
whole town nnd keep under covct. The 
business streets are paved with stone, 
and along the walls of the houses run 
lodges about three feet high, upon 
which the shops face and whero the 
customers sit w'hile they bargain. 

The chief shopping section of Tripoli 
consists of a mighty grape arbor. Hero 
the street is roofed over with a lattice 
work upon w'hich grape vines have beta 
trained, nnd their cool graen leaves 
temper th* rays of the sun. The street 
is lined with shops, some of which are 
about fifteen feet square. Such shops 
are considered great business establish¬ 
ments. and their turbaned owners are 
among the nabobs of the city. The or¬ 
dinary store is not as wide nor as long 
as a library table, and there are many 
so small that the merchant within 
could not ask a friend to enter with¬ 
out moving his goods. Almost all the 
streets are such that wheeled vehicles 
cannot go through them, and some will 
not even admit donkeys or* camels. 
Most of the freight is carried by porters, 
who go about with great loads on their 
backs or heads. In the wider streets 



D ID you ever hear of the New York 

C- Bank robbery ? No? Well, 

your father will remember. It 
happened twenty-four years 

ago, one Sunday morning In October, 
1881. Ca^h and securities amounting to 
rnortf than $2,000,000 were stolen from the 
bank vaults. About 825,000 In cash was 
realized, the remainder being in securi¬ 
ties, among which were thirty United 
States gold bonds bearing interest at 
4 per cent. It was the most sensational 
crime of its kind in police annals. Noth¬ 
ing W'as heard of the bonds, and by 
a special act of Congress they were 
canceled and new' ones Issued. By the 
superhuman efforts of the Inspector of 
•the New York police, four w'ell-known 
crooks and a policeman, members of 
the cleverest gang of bank robbers In 
the States, were sent to prison for the 
crime. But oil of his great Ingenuity 
i vna never able to penetrate the real

There are no hydrants 
and the water used comes entirely from 
wells in or near the dty. Some of it is 
carried in goat skins on the backs of 
men. some of It in clay Jars on the 
heads of women and a great deal In 
barrels on the humps of camels. The 
camels kneel dow'n by tho wells while 
the barrels are filled. Each camel car¬ 
ries two barrels at a load, one on each 
side of its hump, and on the horn of the 
saddle is hung the measuring tub. 
turned upside down. The water Is sold 
at so much per gib. and the camel own¬ 
er has his regular customers to whom 
he furnishes their daily supply. 

The only modern thing I have seen In 
Tripoli is the American sewing machine, 
which is used In the street of the tail- 
ora Every business here has its own 
section, and one long street Is filled with 
tailors, who sit cross-legged on the 
floors of their little cubbyhole shops as 
they sew. Some of them use hand ma¬ 
chines. which they place on little tables 
beside them, and some ha ve table ma¬ 
chines of a well-known American 
make. Where the ordinary table ma¬ 
chine is used It takes up half the shop. 
Nevertheless, I have seen more than a 
store of such machines in action. They 
are all exported by one company, which 
sells its machines everywhere over the 
world, and that notwithstanding we 
have other machines equally good 
which are never seen abroad. 

But let us take a walk through the 
bazars and observe these Barbary pi¬ 
rates at work. They are a busy people 
and have many manufactures, although 
everything Is turned out by hand. 
Here, for Instance, Is the bazar of the 
Jewelers. It consists of a street, walled 
on both sides with little rooms not 
much bigger than an upright piano. In 
the center of every room there is a 
little furnace, fed through a bellows 
worked by a boy. Here Is one in which 
a long-gowned, dark-faced Arab holds 
a pot of molten silver over the Are. 
Now he takes It off and casts the white 
roetal into bracelets and anklets. In the 
next shop a turbaned man sits fiat on 
the floor and pounds a gold bar Into 
earrings as big around as a saucer,

room for operations. The basin 

may be of porcelain, and the row of 
faucets above it of shining nickel, 
"he whole construction is unmis¬ 
takably and irredeemably ugly. 

* It is, nevertheless, the criterion 
of the housewife's or vho cook's 

“management/' 

“Show me your sink and I will 
describe your cockl” is a homely 
old saying. 

If it be littered with tea leaves 
and coffee grounds; if it r>© “whisk- 
clean,” sav'i fo a greasy gloss on 
bottom and sides, whilo in the far 
corner the blackened whisk con¬ 
ceals a disgusting deposit of refuse 
and of coagulated fats—you need 
not inquire- verbally into the man¬ 
ner of that mistress’ housewifery, 
<n into that cook's fidelity to tho 
duties ,of her calling. 

Keep n sink sieve hanging above 
fche sink and use it whenever any¬ 
thing that contains sediment is 
poured out. Tho stationary grat¬ 
ing in the bottom of the hasin is 
tco coarse to keep back the sub¬ 
stances which clog the oipes. 

BrWAHS OF GIvSASE 

The vilest of thesi in all its 
works and ways is, of course, 
IP^ase, invisible to the careless eye 
when hot, but afterward working 
out the mischievous fruits of neg¬ 
lect. It coagulates upon the sides 
ci the drain, and. if not “cut,” be¬ 
comes as bard and as impervious 
to water as wax. Kine-tenths of 
♦he disastrous stoppages in the 
pipes that fiood the kitchen floor 
with all mariner of uncieunness and 
involve the expense of the costly 
plumber and his equally costly as¬ 
sistant are tho. direct result of a 
collection of oily matter that should 
never have f.rnd its way into the 
6ink at all—or. if this had hap¬ 
pened, ought not to have been suf¬ 
fered to stiffen into a Laras. 

In consideration of this truth, 
the duty of flushing the sink daily 
with caustic alkalies cannot bo too 
strongly enforced upon cook and 
housewife. Have ever on hand 
chlorides—or, better still, and more 
easily procured — washing soda, 
.which disintegrates tho accumula¬ 
tion of grease. Plain folk say 
“cuts * it, and tho term !*. more em¬ 
phatic than the polysynable. 

Scald tho sink every other day, 
flushing the pipes by letting the hot 
water run when at it» Hottest and 
f— u*ti minutes at a time. Before 
the flushing begins, lay a lump of 
washing acoa v ove: tho grating and 
run tho water directly upon it. 

SITMISLES, EXPEDIENTS 

In summer, substitute, twice a 
r vk, a lump of unslaked lime for 
the j -.:a. li a handful of borux be 
tin* urn into tho sink ~.t night di- 
*wt!y over the grating and left 
there until ck ruing, it will tend to 
c suado utei bugs from creeping 
tl rough the pipe mid sweeten tho 
liit dash of wal-i turned out of 
$iiO faucet on tho morrow. 

l>s; is t- o can of bor.ix set above 
the sink shoulc stund tho bottlo of 
household ammonia. The combined 
co*; of an abundant ctoek of the 
two would not equal in a year what 
a plumber “and man” would charge 
for throe •.ours' work—“and time.” 

(By the way, why must a plumber 
invariably uring the helper along 
when one :uan could do all the 
work? iv(u&t the species always 
hunt in coupbs?) * 

I mentioned “rater bugs? in a 
casual, airy manner juat now, that 
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a little of tho oil upon it and wipe 
off the woodwork of the sink with 
it. 

Old-fashioned Southern house¬ 
mothers knew not the “water bug” 
even by name. Tho nativo cock¬ 
roach we have had from time im- 
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was altogether disproportioned to 
the part^they play in bathroom, 
kitchen and sink, not ii speak of 
pantry and refrigerator. They aro 
cousin-g^rmun to the cockroach. 

There is a covert pun in that 
compound word. For v/ur water 
bug was brought to our :hores in 
the holds of German vessels. Fvcr 
since that unhappy hour ho has 
been a “stowaway” of the most de¬ 
testable type. To cap the climax 
of odiousness, be and his American 
kinsman inflict upon the memory a 
sesquipedalian title. The common 
cockroach is “Blntta for Peri- 
planota) Oricntalis.” The imported 
variety is “Blatta Germanica.” 

A naturalist thus describes the 
pest of sink and larder: 

“Nocturnal in habits and 4 very 
troublesome in houses, where they 
multiply with great rapidity, in- 
testing kitchens and pantries ami 
attacking provisions of all kinds. 
They have a very offensive smell.”

to socti pound of fruit Wheu cold tnsxe 
wM be plenty of syrup. 

Oatmeal porridor 

Put half a pound of oatmeal and a tea¬ 
spoonful of Mlt Into a double boiler; odd 
four cups of bollln* watsr: set ths Inner 
boiler on the stove and boll for five min¬ 
utes to start tho cooking; then *ut it 
Into tbs outer ve,*el which has botlln* 
water In it and conk for forty minutes. 
Kauinc tbs water In the outsr vc*s*i 
makes It cook faster. 

SCOTCH COL LOPS 
Trim fat and skin from one and a half 


pounds of steak and mlnco It line, season-

butter lu a saucepan And put In the 
mince, stirring frequently to prevent 
lumping. In about elptat minutes dredgo 
with Uour and pour over It a little boll- 
!r.g stock Lot It simmer a minute or 
two. and servo, garnished with triangles 
of toast 

SCONES 

Sift two even toaspoonfuls of baking 
powder twice, with two cups of flour: 
chop luto the flour four tahlespoonfuls of 
butter, adding a little milk to bind the 
flour Bull Into a sheet three-quarters 
of an Inch thick: out Into squares with a 
sharp knife; bake In a quick oven, tak¬ 
ing them out aa soon as they aro eveuiy 
colored to a light brown.

Is sitnply very strong coftaa. to which 
Is added an equal quantity of boiling 
milk. 

BAKED CROQUETE 

To two cups of finely chopped veal al¬ 
low half a cup »f dried bread orumbo. 
one egg. a pinch of meoe; salt and pep¬ 
per to taste Form Into croauets. roll la 
egg and cracker crumbs and bake In * 
quick oven Pour the tomato sauco 
aruund them when dished. 

TOMATO SAUCE. 

Add to half a can of totnatues taro whole 
cloves, pepper and salt to taste and a sprig 
of parsley. Stew flltoen minute* and strain 
through a sieve. Keep hut while you put 
Into a saucepan a tablrspoonful of butter 
and beat over the tire to bubbling. Add 
then a tabinspoonrul of flour; stir ontll 
smooth, pour In trie strained tomatoes end 
stir for a minute longer. 

ROAST CAPON. I 

Dre» the fowl and stuff with the fol¬ 
lowing forcemeat: Grate a email loaf of 
sto e breed :;t*lv and season with pepper, 
salt and minced parsley.

the cavity of the fowl with this, but do not 
crowd It In. and when the capon Is done 
the forcemeat will be light and cruq^blv.

BANANA salad. 

Lay halved bananas, previously rolled m 
chopped peanuts, upon crisp lettuce loaves, 
and serve with mayonnaise drcasing. 

BREAD SAUCE. 

To two curw of good swoet milk add two 
medium-sized onions cut up small and six 
white peppers. L<yt them stand In a mucc- 
pen wllh lolling water under tt until the 
milk is at butilng brat. Have ready a cup 
of bread c. ibs am) strain tho milk over 
them. Let them stand closely coveted until 
almost time to serve the fowl, when sot 
again over ths fire. Add buttar tbe size of 
0 walnut and suit to lasts. Stir very 
briskly. 

This is a most valuable addition to a roast 
fowl ur turkey dinner. 

APRICOT TART. 

Line a pie-plate with a good puff paste. 
Diala the juice from enough canned apri¬ 
cots to fill vr. pie. and lay twisted stripe 
of puff peito across the top to diamond 
ahanes. Bake In a hot ovum Serve vo:y 
cold. 

DEVONSHIRE CKEAAL 

The milk should stand twenty-four hours 
In winter, and half that time In summer. 
Then svt the pan of milk on the stove and 
leave it thero until the milk Is quite hot. 
but It must not boll. When it la suffi¬ 
ciently done tho undulations on the surface 
look thick, and small rings anpevr. Bet It 
!n the Ice-box and do not skim until the 
next day.

It seemed 
to belong to the matrona I have clucked 
up ocurage (ns I proved by my letter 
last week) since 1 saw a contribution 
from one of my sisters who sent in a 
recipe for sweet pickles msdo of eDPl««- 
2 t sounded good, tool No wonder John 
liked it I 

l reminded myself of a young man In 
our town who eald of a rival who was 
considered rather close. "Hb comes over 
here two or three overlings a week and 
soaks up the old man's light and heat 
and never takes you any place!" t 
have beer, absorbing the contents of tbs 
exchange for years, and have never con¬ 
tributed one Item. Not that you are short 
on articles. % ««*ur from lit" as Bamsnjy 
says But I feel as If I know a ftw 
things which might be of use to some of 
the readers. 

I wonder If ell of them know how good 
sausage la as a stuffing for psultry- My 
old ••inamroy" taught me 

Take a liberal pound of eausage for a 
gvod-slsed turkey, make Into cukes and 
fry brown. Put Into u bowl and chop 
with a little onto*. Meanwhile, toast 
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In our fferm-mad generation, it is 
surprising that, in the howl a^ninst 
cold-storage foods, so little has been 
made of the peril to health offered 
by unclean refrigerators. The con¬ 
fined air is, of itself, unwholesome, 
imparting a “closo taste” to butter 
and meats, easily recognized, yet 
rercly analysed. The chill of the 
ice arrests decay, but it does not 
prevent the growth of mould. 

Did you ever look at a section of 
mould through a micro cope? You 
would see a pretty forest or jungle 
of ditrera colors. Like non-edible 
toadstools, it is fair to s^e, and, like 
them, it is poisonous to the human 
6tomach. If the sink be u faithful 
witness to tho housewifery of owner 
or care-taker, the refrigerator is a 
yet more correct reporter. It 
should bo absolutely odorless. 

HOW TO KEEP FOOD 

Moats that give forth a goodly 
smell should be kept in a meat safo 
in the cellar. Fragrant fruits must 
never be set in the same compart¬ 
ment with other foods. If milk and 
butter are kep- in the refrigerator, 
givo them a shelf to themselves, 
and, uuless the butter be perfectly 
fresh, keep it away from the milk. 

In summer the shelves should be 
cleared daily and the contents 
l sorted under the eye of tho mis¬ 
tress. The corners must be scrub¬ 
bed faithfully with a cloth wning 
out in boiling water and taking 
soda, that nothing may accumulate 
there. The.i the doom must bo left 
open until the shelves aro entirely 
dry. To shut up humidity in the 
chilled interior is to make a dark 
cave of it. 

It is, on excellent plan to lay a 
lump of dry, clean charcoal upon 
each shelf, exchanging it for fresh 
once a week. It absorbs musty 
smells and tends to keep the refrig¬ 
erator dry inside. 

Charcqal is an invaluable sweet¬ 
ener.

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CAPE ETON FOR COOL EVENINGS. 

W HAT will you do with th© odds 
and ends? At this season 
boxes and shelves generally 
contain many pretty bits of 
lace, a strip or tivo of Insertion, a yard 
or more of pretty goods left after mak¬ 
ing up the summer clothes for all the 
family. What to do with them Is tho 
Question—shall we pack them away un¬ 
til another season, or can we use them 
now? For the mother who has many 
children, the bertha collars will always 
prove useful, and the illustrated group 
patterns on tills page may give you 
an idea for using up some of tho bits. 
Here Is « chance to utilize some small 
bits of lace, lawn and embroidery. If you 
have twb medallions Instead of four, 
put them on the shoulders and leave 
the front and back of the square col¬ 
lar plain, or it may be that you have two 
of two different kinds. One of the murks 
of this season's fashions Is that sei'eral 
different fabrics and trimmings are 
used on one garment. A dress, for In¬ 
stance, will often be trimmed with tor¬ 
chon and Val. lace, and batiste em¬ 
broidery.

When a London production of "Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch" was first 
considered by Llebler & Co., it was 
thought it could hardly result in 
success, because of Its peculiarly pro¬ 
nounced local character, lt being hardly 
conceivable that a play-going resident 
of London, or of any English provin¬ 
cial city, could possibly comprehend, 
much len* take interest In the manners, 
vernacular and environment of the 
habitat of a tumble-down outsklrt of 
an American Western cRy.

public should know and understand 
this. Every American reader of th« 
London newspapers knows Ibis to be 
true.
